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ANNUAL REPORT 

FOR THE YEAR ENDING JUNE 30th. 1913 



To His Excellency, 

Emmet O'Neal, Oovernor. 

Sir: — The Commission submits the following report 
of its acts for the year ending June 30th, 1913, as pro- 
vided by law. 

For the purpose of ascertaining traffic conditions 
during the past year, we make comparison with the 
year ending June 30th, 1912. 

The number of passengers carried in 1913 was 11,- 
174,753 compared with 11,427,958 in 1912. 

The total income for all the roads in Alabama from 
operation was $8,059,626.00, with a total main line mil- 
eage of 4,651, giving average net earnings per mile of 
road of $1,733.00 per mile of road compared with |2,- 
052.00 per mile of road in 1912. 

COMPLAINTS 

There was a decrease in the number of complaints 
made to the Commission during the past year, which 
were still quite large, but the greater number of these 
complaints were disposed of without formal hearing. 

HEARINGS AND INVESTIGATIONS. 

The Commission has had formal hearing in forty- 
eight (48) cases. These have all been disposed of by 
orders, copies of which are attached hereto. 
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ACCIDENTS. 

The number of passengers carried during the year 
amounted to 11,174,753 persons, of which 239 were in- 
jured and one killed in accidents. The number of em- 
ployees engaged in transportation by the railroads 
amounted to 11,428, of which 43 were killed, and 1,456 
injured. 97 other persons have been killed and 162 
injured. 

STATISTICS. 

We include in this report extracts from the reports 
of the railroads to the Commission, embracing only 
such as are of general interest. 

The main line mileage has increased during the year 
51 miles, and we now have within the State 4,651 miles 
of main line including second track; which, with the 
siding and yard tracks (1,674.15 miles) makes a total 
mileage of 6,325.15 miles.

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DECISIONS AlND ORDERS 



IN /e^— PASSENGER FARES. 

CENTRAL OF GEORGIA RAILWAY COMPANY. 
WESTERN RAILWAY OF ALABAMA. 

We, the Commission, believing that the rate of three 
(3) cents per mile charged by the Central of Georgia 
Railway Company and the Western Railway of Ala- 
bama, for the transportation of passengers on their re- 
spective lines between points within the State of Ala- 
bama, is unreasonable; on its own motion made an in- 
vestigation relating thereto. And, after said investiga- 
tion, the Commission becoming satisfied that suflBcient 
grounds exist to warrant a hearing being ordered to de- 
termine whether said rate is unreasonable. 

It is, therefore y ordered , That hearings be held at the 
office of the Railroad Commission, on Thursday, July 
25th, 1912, and on August 1st, 1912, to determine 
whether said rate of three (3) cents per mile for the 
transportation of passengers between points within 
the State of Alabama, charged by the Central of Geor- 
gia Railway Company and the Western of Alabama, 
respectively, is unreasonable. 

It is further ordered, That a statement be made to 
each of the above mentioned companies setting forth the 
rate to be investigated, accompanied by a notice of the 
time and the place fixed for the hearing of such rate, 
and that a citation be issued to each of said companies to 
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appear before the Commission at the time ami place 
designated, then and there to show cause, if any it has, 
why the Railroad Commission of Alabama, shall not fix 
and establish a rate to be charged by it for the trans- 
portation of passengers between such points within the 
State of Alabama. July 1st, 1912.

(Re-hearing.) 

This cause having been previously heard, decision 
and order is as follows : 

This is a cause brought before the Commission on 
a re-hearing, wherein it is sought to require the Defend- 
ant, the Louisville & Nashville Railroad Company, to 
publish, charge, and maintain, a rate of fifty (50) cents 
per ton on coke, for foundry use, from Yolande, Brook- 
wood, Searles, Johns, and Boyles, (stations on said de- 
fendants line of road) to Anniston, Talladega and 
GadsdeUj Alabama. 

The only statute authorizing any rate not open to the 
public, is Section 14^ of an Act, entitled, "An Act to 
Further Regulate Railroads, etc.,^^ Approved Novem- 
ber 23rd, 1907, and, is as follows : 

"The Railroad Commission shall have the power, 
and is hereby authorized, upon its own motion, or 
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upon the written application of any common car- 
rier or railroad corporation, and under any rules 
which it may prescribe, to permit from time to 
time, such common carrier or railroad corporation 
to establish any special rate or rates for the trans- 
portation of specific commodities, in car loads, 
from specified points or within specified zones or 
distances, to the plants or points of destination 
where are located the plants of any person, firm 
or corporation, who is now, or hereafter may be, en- 
gaged in any industrial enterprise in this State for 
the purpose of encouraging or aiding in the devel- 
opment or continued or successful operation of 
such industrial enterprise; provided, that any 
special rate or rates, so established for any par- 
ticular industrial enterprise shall apply and be 
given to all persons, firms and corporations en- 
gaged in the same enterprise within said zone or 
distance; and, provided further, that such special 
rate shall be first approved by the Commission, and 
be published as it may direct, and that a full, true 
and correct statement in writing of such special 
rate or rates, shall, in each instance, be first filed 
with said Commission, together with a sworn copy 
of any special contract made with the shipper with 
respect to such special rates, before same shall go 
into effect. And the said Commission, may at any 
times revoke such permission, and any special rate 
or rates, establisherd thereunder. Any rate or 
rates so established, after compliance with the pro- 
visions hereinabove prescribed, shall be the lawful 
rates for the service performed and shall not be 
construed to be unjust or unlawful discrimination.'' 

Section 5531 of the Code, which is an Act approved 
Pebruarv 23d, 1907, is as follows: 
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"Any railroad or common carrier, or any agent 
or officer thereof, who shall, directly or indirect- 
ly, or by special rate, rebate, drawback, or by 
means of any false billing, false classification, false 
weights, false reports of weights, or by any other 
device whatsoever, charge, demand, collect or re- 
ceive from any person, firm or corporation, a 
greater or less compensation for any service ren- 
dered, or to be rendered by it or them, for the trans- 
portation of persons or property, or for any service 
in connection therewith, than that prescribed in 
the public tariffs, or that he or it charges, de- 
mands, collects or receives, from any other per- 
son, firm or corporation, for a like service, shall 
be guilty of an unjust discrimination, and shall be 
liable to a penalty of not less than one hundred 
dollars nor more than ten thousand dollars for 
each offense, which may be recovered by the State." 

This Section of the Code, and the Section of an Act 
approved November 23, 1907, hereinabove quoted, make 
it very plain to the Commission : 

1. That special rates, not open to the ptiblic^ cannot 
lawfully be established by this Commission. 

2. That a carrier, using a special rate established by 
this Commission (such rate not being open to the pub- 
lic), would subject itself to penalties for unlawful dis- 
crimination, as such penalties are set out in Section 
5531 of the Code. 

3. That the only authority vested in this Commis- 
sion, to remove what it may construe to be, an unlaw- 
ful discrimination in special rates made by carrier, is 
that of refusing to approve such special rates, or with- 
drawing its approval of such special rates already es- 
tablished. 
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Beaching these conclusions, the Commission will de- 
termine whether or not the special rates established by 
the defendant carrier, and named in this record, con- 
stitute an unlawful discrimination. 

The evidence shows, that the defendant, the Louis- 
ville & Nashville Railroad Company, has established a 
special rate on coke, from Yolande, and other coke pro- 
ducing points on its line of road, of 50 cents per ton 
to Anniston, Gadsden and Talladega, for the use of 
"steel plants converting raw material; steel rod and 
wire mills, rolling mills, pig iron blast furnaces, cast 
iron pipe plants making large water and gas mains." 
The evidence further shows that there has been no dis- 
crimination in so far as the above mentioned plants are 
concerned, that is to say, the industries as above men- 
tioned, have been served without discrimination. 

The provisions in the Act authorizing the carrier to 
establish these special rates, are: 

The carrier may establish such rates for the pur- 
pose of encouraging industrial enterprise at points of 
destination, where are located such plants, or for the 
purpose of establishing such plants at said point of 
destination; and the only restriction relating thereto, 
is, that such special rate or rates, so established for any 
particular industrial enterprise, shall apply and be 
given to all persons, firms and corporations engaged in 
the same enterprise within said zone or distance. 

The only possible method whereby this Commission 
could reach the conclusion that these special rates on 
coke, from Yolande and other coke producing points 
on the line of the Louisville & Nashville Railroad, were 
unlawfully discriminatory, and, should, therefore, be 
cancelled by this Commission, by the withdrawal of its 
approval thereof, would be; to find that a carrier is 
authorized, under the law, to establish special rates for 
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the purpose of encouraging industrial enterprise at 
points of origin. If the Commission should so find, 
then it is obvious that the following restriction relat- 
ing to the issuance of these special rates, "Provided, 
that any special rate or rates, so established for any 
particular industrial enterprise, shall apply and be 
given to all persons, firms and corporations engaged in 
the same enterprise within said zone or distance," 
would apply to industrial enterprise at points of origin. 

It appears to the Commission, however, that the Act 
authorizing these special rates, is so plain in setting out 
for what purpose^ and for whom these special rates may 
be established that it is subject to but one construction, 
and that the carrier may not establish such special 
rates for the purpose of encouraging industrial enter- 
prise at point of origin, but for the purpose of encour- 
aging industrial enterprise at points of destination. 

Let us analyze the restriction that is placed upon the 
issuance of these special rates, and see if it be possible 
to make such restriction applicable to points of origin. 
"Any special rate or rates, so established for any par- 
ticular industrial enterprise^' 

For whom were these special rates now under discus- 
sion established? Were they established for certain in- 
dustrial enterprises at points of destination as author- 
ized by the Act under which established, or were they 
established for certain industrial enterprises at points 
of origin, for the establishment of which, the act makes 
no provision? If established for certain industrial en- 
terprises at points of destination, then, it must be per- 
fectly plain, that the remainder of this restriction read- 
ing as follows : "Shall apply and be given to all per 
sons, firms and corporations, engaged in the same en- 
terprise within said zone or distance," relates absolute- 
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ly to the industrial enterprises at points of destination 
for whom and to whom these rates are given. 

These special rates on coke were certainly established 
for the particular enterprises that are mentioned in the 
tariffs, that is, Tig Iron Furnaces, etc.," and they are 
given to all persons, firms and corporations engaged in 
the same enterprise, that is in the enterprise of making 
pig iron, et cetera. 

They were not established for coke producing points 
certainly, for had they been, the users of coke would not 
have been confined to certain industries ; the carrier, in 
its effort to encourage coke producing points, would 
have made a low rate open to the public, thereby en- 
couraging the use of coke. 

The Commission can reach no other conclusion as to 
the restriction governing the issuing of these special 
rates, than that they are applicable to, and relate to the 
enterprises that are located at the points of destination. 
This being true, the evidence shows that the special 
rates on coke, issued by the defendant, the Louisville 
& Nashville Railroad Company, from Yolande and other 
coke producing points on its line of railroad, to Annis- 
ton, Gadsden and Talladega, Alabama, are legal, and 
are in full compliance with the Act authorizing such 
rates, and that these special rates are fulfilling the pur- 
pose for which the Act, under which they are establish- 
ed, authorizes their use, viz: "The encouraging of in- 
dustrial enterprise at points of destination." There- 
fore, this Commission would not be authorized in with- 
drawing its approval thereof to the great detriment of 
these various industrial enterprises that are located at 
Anniston, Gadsden and Talladega, and, thereby deprive 
such industrial enterprises of cheap freight rates on 
fuel. 

2RR 
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All that has been said in reference to these special 
rates from points on the Louisville & Nashville Rail- 
road, is applicable to the special rates on coke from 
Holt, Alabama, (a station on the Mobile & Ohio Bail- 
road), in so far as the legality of such rate is concerned. 

The special rate on coke from Holt to Anniston, Gads- 
den and Talladega, is made applicable by the terms of 
the tariff, to certain classes of industries to whom the 
special rates on coke, from Yolande, etc., is not appli- 
cable, and the petitioner avers that inasmuch as the 
tariff that the Mobile & Ohio Railroad Company issue, 
publishing this special rate on coke from Holt, shows 
the Louisville & Nashville Railroad Company as a con- 
curring and participating carrier therein, that the said 
Louisville & Nashville Railroad Company, thereby, is as 
much responsible for and bound by said tariff, as is the 
Mobile & Ohio Railroad Company, and that said Louis- 
ville & Nashville Railroad Company is guilty of an un- 
lawful discrimination in concurring in this rate, and 
not establishing the same rate from points on its own 
line of railroad, viz: Yolande, Johns, Boyles, etc. 

The Commission has already made itself clear in this 
opinion, as to what constitutes unlawful discrimination 
in these special rates, but it will, on account of the rec- 
ord in this cause, give consideration to this concur- 
rence. 

The tariff issued by the Mobile & Ohio Railroad Com- 
pany publishing this special rate from Holt on Coke, 
also published rates on coal and coke to various points 
within the State as well as without the State, and this 
tariff shoAvs the Louisville & Nashville Railroad Com- 
pany to be a concurring and a participating carrier, and 
for this reason, the claim is made that it is responsible 
for this special coke rate from Holt to Anniston, Gads- 
den and Talladega. 
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The evidence shows that this concurrence of the 
Louisville & Nashville Railroad Company was giveu to 
the Mobile & Ohio Railroad Company for the purpose 
of complying with certain rulings of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, and for no other purpose. Both the 
initial carrier, the Mobile & Ohio Railroad Company, 
and the defendant company, the Louisville & Nash- 
ville Railroad Company, through their respective Gen- 
eral Freight Agents, so testified. It is further shown 
by the evidence, that the defendant company, in this 
cause, the Louisville & Nashville Railroad Company, 
was not consulted by the Mobile & Ohio Railroad Com- 
pany as to the issuance of the 50 cent special rate on 
coke from Holt, and had no knowledge of such rate 
until after its promulgation. It is further shown that 
no movement of coke from Holt to Anniston, Gadsden 
or Talladega, on this special 50 cent rate, has ever been 
made I'ia the Louisville & Nashville Railroad. The evi- 
dence further shows that the 50 cent special rate on 
coke, from Holt, promulgated by and published by the 
Mobile & Ohio Railroad Company, is in no wise de- 
pendent upon the Louisville & Nashville Railroad Com- 
pany's concurrence or participation ; all movements on 
this rate having been made via lines with whom the is- 
suing carrier, the Mobile & Ohio Railroad Company, 
had perfected divisions of said special rate. All this 
being true, it is plain to the Commission that had the 
Louisville & Nashville Railroad Company been exclud- 
ed by the issuing carrier, the Mobile & Ohio Railroad 
Company, as a participating carrier in the tariff pub- 
lishing this special rate, that such special rate would, 
nevertheless, have been published, and would at this 
date, be effective, and that the alleged unlawful dis- 
crimination of the petitioner would obtain. 
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The evidence is conclusive that the proper authority 
was not given to the Mobile & Ohio Railroad Company 
to justify it, in showing in this tariflf, that the Louis- 
ville & Nashville Railroad Company was a concurring 
and participating carrier in this special 50 cent rate on 
coke from Holt. The affidavit of J. M. Denyven, Gen- 
eral Freight Agent, Mobile & Ohio Railroad Company 
who issued this tariff, is as follows : 

"So far as concerns the rates contained in said 
tariflf, No. 3480, or any of the Supplements thereto, 
which rates apply to transportation between sta- 
tions on the Mobile & Ohio Railroad in Alabama, 
(including Holt), and destinations within the 
State of Alabama, located on the lines of the Louis- 
ville & Nashville Railroad, the aforesaid concur- 
rence. No. FX-3, 1 03, was not intended to have, and 
does not have, and never has had any application, 
force or effect. 

Further, the rates contained in said tariflf for the 
transportation of coke from Holt, Alabama to 
Gadsden, Alabama City, Trussville, Anniston, or 
Talladega, do not apply, were never intended to ap- 
ply, and were not authorized by the Louisville & 
Nashville Railroad Company to apply via the 
Louisville & Nashville Railroad Company, and the 
Louisville & Nashville Railroad Company is not 
a party to any of said rates." . 

D. M. Goodwyn, General Freight Agent, of the Louis- 
ville & Nashville Railroad Company, in his aflQdavit 
says: 

"The Louisville & Nashville Railroad Company 
has not at anv time authorized the Mobile & Ohi(» 
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Railroad Company to establish a rate of fifty (50) 
cents on coke from Holts, Alabama to any point 
or destination within the State of Alabama, and 
the Louisville & Nashville Railroad Company has 
never agreed upon any divisions of such rate with 
the Mobile & Ohio Railroad Company, and the for- 
mer has always demanded its own local tariflf 
rates from Blocton, which is the point of junction 
with the Mobile & Ohio Railroad, to any destina- 
tion for transportation of any shipment of coke, 
and has refused to agree upon any other basis of 
division. 

The Louisville & Nashville Railroad Company 
is not a party to any rate of fifty (50) cents on coke 
from Holts to any destination within the State of 
Alabama, whether such rate is applicable to spe- 
cial uses or is an open rate." 

The Interstate Commerce Commission in referring 
to tariffs showing, without authority, any line of road 
as a participating carrier, says : 

"A carrier has no means of preventing any other 
carrier from naming it as a party to a joint tariflf 
without proper authority so to do. It cannot, how- 
ever, be bound by such unauthorized act, and, it is 
its obvious duty to refuse to recognize or apply any 
such unlawful issue » » ». 

If one or more carriers are, without proper au- 
thority, so shown as participating in any tariflf and 
other carriers are lawfully shown as parties there- 
to, the use of the publication is unlawful as to the 
carriers that are named as parties thereto without 
proper authority, and lawful as to those that are 
parties to it under proper authority. The carrier 
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over whose line shipments or passengers are sent 
under a joint tariff is bound by the terms of that 
tariff if it has lawfully concurred therein, and, if 
it has not lawfully concurred therein, may not ac- 
cept earnings in accordance therewith, but must 
demand for the service performed its lawful earn- 
ings according to its lawful tariff. 

Responsibility for the unlawful incorporation of 
any carrier in a tariff will rest upon the carrier 
that issued the tariff, or, if the tariff is issued by 
a joint agent and attorney for two or more carriers, 
will rest upon that one of his principles that ac- 
cepts and forwards the business under that tariff. 

In passing upon a complaint of overcharge grow- 
ing out of improper or unlawful inclusion of any 
carrier's name in the list of participating carriers 
in the tariff under which the business was accept- 
ed and forwarded, the Commission will apply the 
principles above stated." 

No process of reasoning will enable the Commission 
to reach any conclusion, other than that the fifty (.50) 
cent special rate on coke, published and used by the de- 
fendant company in this cause, from Yolande and other 
coke producing points on its line of road, for certain 
industries at Anniston, Gadsden, and Talladega, is pub- 
lished and used, in accordance with the law authorizing 
same, and, therefore, cannot be construed to be an un- 
lawful discrimination. It follows, that petition must 
be denied and the complaint dismissed. 

It is^ therefore ordered^ That an order previously 
made by this Commission in this cause, on the 3d day 
or June, 1912, reading as follows: 

"It is, therefore ordered. That the Louisville & 
Nashville Railroad Company remove the discrimi- 
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nation by publishing a tariff effective June 15th, 
1912, extending the 50 cent rate on coke from 
Brookwood, Searles, Yolande, Johns and Boyles, 
to all points where they have been parties to es- 
tablishing such a rate from Holts and applicable 
to such industries as the rate may apply from 
Holts, be and the same is hereby cancelled.'' 

It is further ordered, That this petition be, and it is 
hereby denied, and complaint is dismissed. President 
Henderson dissenting. August 19th, 1912. 



SOUTHERN RAILWAY COMPANY. 

Petition to Close Agency at Pennsylvania, Alabama. 

It is now ordered, that, petition be and it is hereby 
granted, in so far as it agrees with the notice posted, 
advising the citizens of Pennsylvania of the petition 
for the discontinuance of the agency. The station build- 
ing to remain at Pennsylvania, and said station to be 
operated as a flag station after the establishment of the 
agency station at Satsuma, Alabama. Commissioner 
McCord dissenting. September 2, 1912.

RAILROAD COMMISSION OF ALABAMA v.

Ranges. 

This cause having been before the Commission in dif- 
ferent forms for many months; the inspiration of the 
original complaint came from the fact that certain ship- 
ping centers outside of the State could ship stoves into 
quite a number of points within Alabama, at a less rate 
than could the foundries located in Alabama, although, 
the mileage from Alabama foundries was less than 
from the former. 

This condition has been almost entirely relieved by 
the railroads making special rates to such points that 
show an excess from the Alabama shipping points, than 
from those without the State. 

The complainants in this cause asked the Commission 
to establish a rate based on junction points. Rates con- 
structed on this basis, would prove a rank discrimina- 
tion against points unfavorably located as to this par- 
ticular method of constructing rates, and is wrong in 
principle. 

It is diflQcult, and in fact, impossible, to construct a 
scheme of mileage rates that are reasonable, that would 
obviate the necessity of special commodity rates. The 
mileage rate on any commodity, however, should* be ad- 
justed so as to avoid the necessity of constructing a 
number of special rates to meet the peculiar conditions 
surrounding any particular commodity. This Commis- 
sion, to more nearly relieve the situation and to bring^ 
into harmony the special mileage rates, has concluded 
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that stoves, L. C. L., should be placed in Fourth Class, 
Southern Classification No. 35. The Alabama Railroad 
Commission has recently granted to the railroads, the 
privilege of requiring the crating of stoves, L. C. L., 
which resulted in additional costs to the consumer, and 
has resulted in a benefit to the carrier, as is shown by 
their statements, and the Commission considers it only 
just and equitable, that the carriers, who benefited by 
the extension of this requirement, should contribute to 
a portion of this additional expense accruing there- 
from. 

As to car load shipments, the Commission will take 
specifically, any instances of discrimination that may 
be brought to its attention either by investigation of 
the tariflfs, or through complaint, so as to protect in- 
dustries and interests. 

Upon an investigation of the tariff we find that the 
rates on stoves to points outside the State are on a fair 
basis as compared with the rates from similar indus- 
tries located elsewhere. 

The Commission will not at this time disturb the 
Statutory Rates on car load shipments. 

It is, therefore, ordered, that you, and each of you, 
Alabama Great Southern Railroad Company, Alabama 
Central Railroad Company, Alabama Central Railway 
Company, Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company, Ala- 
bama, Tennessee & Northern Railway, Atlanta, Birm- 
ingham & Atlantic Railroad Co., and receivers; Atlan- 
ta & St. Andrews Bay Railroad, Birmingham & Atlan- 
tic Railroad Company, Birmingham Southern Railway 
Company, Birmingham & Southeastern Railway Com- 
pany, Central of Georgia Railway Company, Chatta- 
hoochee Valley Railway Company, Hayneville & Mont- 
gomery Railway Company, Illinois Central Railroad 
Company, Louisville & Nashville Railroad Company, 
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Mobile & Ohio Railroad Company, Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga & St. Louis Railway, New Orleans, Mobile & 
Chicago Railroad Company, Northern Alabama Rail- 
way Company, Seaboard Air Line Railway, St. Louis 
& San Francisco Railroad Company, South & North

Citation to Show Cause Why this Commission Should 

Not Established Just and Reasonable Passenger 

Rates on Your Line of Road Between 

Points Within the State of 

Alabama. 

This Commission after giving due and careful consid- 
eration to all the evidence adduced, and to all argu- 
ments and briefs presented in this cause, renders its 
opinion and order as follows: 

This investigation was begun on the initiative of the 
Railroad Commission. The Legislature of 1906, dur- 
ing its regular and subsequent special sessions enacted 
several Acts regulating and fixing the passenger fares 
and rates on certain commodities to be charged by the 
railroads operating in Alabama. The defendant rail- 
road in this hearing was removed from the operation of 
these several Acts by a decree of the Federal Court for 
the Middle District of Alabama, enjoining all officers of 
the State from enforcing the Legislative Acts above re- 
ferred to, which are commonly known as the Commod 
ity Rate Acts, the Maximum Rate Act, and the Passen- 
ger Rate Act, and, in addition thereto certain orders of 
the Railroad Commission relative to joint passenger 
fares. 

After the decree was rendered and injunction issued 
by the Federal Court against the enforcement of the 
laws above referred to, the Louisville & Nashville Rail- 
road Company, above cited as defendant in this action, 
restored the freight and passenger rates effective by it 
before the Legislative Acts became laws, or so chang- 
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ed them, as to have an entirely different schedule of 
rates from those passed upon by the Court. The Stand- 
ard Passenger Rates of this defendant are three (3) 
cents per passenger mile, and for half tickets, one and 
one-half cents per passenger mile, and, it is these pas- 
senger rates, which are the subject of this investiga- 
tion. 

At the beginning of this investigation, counsel for the 
Louisville & Nashville Railroad Company, presented a 
protest to the Commission, claiming that the subject 
matter of this hearing had been adjudicated and that 
the Commission had no jurisdiction to adjudge of the 
unreasonableness of the rates involved without permis- 
sion of the Court. 

To this protest answer was made by the Commission 
that a thorough investigation would be made in the 
formal hearing into which the Commission was now en- 
tering, to ascertain conditions pertaining to these rates, 
to which its protest could not relate; and, after such 
formal investigation, if conditions justified an order 
changing the rates, then the Commission would consid- 
er the protest as it might relate to any order the Com- 
mission might think should be made in the premises. 

As heretofore stated, the Federal Court had under 
consideration the following Legislative Acts, to- wit: 

The Act to prescribe the rates in effect January 1st, 
1907, known as the Maximum Rates; the Eight Com- 
modity Group Acts; the Passenger Rate Act; and an 
Order of the Railroad Commission relative to joint pas- 
senger rates and considered their effect as a whole, upon 
the revenues of the defendant, and it is so stated in the 
decree of the Court. 

The defendant relies in its protest, it seems, upon 
paragraph 7 of the decree in which the Court states : 
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"If, and when, circumstances shall have changed 
so that the rates fixed in said several Acts of the 
Legislature of Alabama will yield to complainant 
reasonable compensation for the services perform- 
ed, and a reasonable return upon the property de- 
voted to the service. The Railroad Commission of 
Alabama and the Attorney-General of said State, 
or either of them, may apply to the court by bill, 
or otherwise, as they may be advised, for a further 
order in that behalf and that jurisdiction over said 
cause be retained for that purpose/^ 

In endeavoring to arrive at the purpose and mean- 
ing of the court, it is not always safe to take only one 
paragraph or section of an opinion disconnected from 
the whole, nor should we disregard what has preceded 
the decree during the progress of the trial during the 
early stages of the litigation. The Court ruled that the 
several Acts of the Legislature, which were attacked 
and heretofore referred to, must be considered togeth- 
er, and their effect as a whole upon the revenues of the 
defendant. This position was consistently adhered to 
throughout the trial, and the wording of the decree 
itself shows unmistakably the purpose and intent of the 
court in this respect. 

If the Court should have undertaken to say that cer- 
tain of the rates embraced in the Legislative Acts were 
reasonable and should obtain, while others of the same 
Act were unreasonable and should be stricken and no 
longer effective, it would have resulted in an entirely 
different schedule of rates by Judicial action, and the 
court would have been exercising the function of mak- 
ing rates. 

The court used this language in its decree in refer- 
ence to the "Passenger Rate Act :" 
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"An Act to prescribe and regulate passenger 
rates on all railroads, other than street railroads, 
carrying passengers between points within the 
State of Alabama, and so much of the Code of Ala- 
bama of 1907 as re-enact the provisions of said sev- 
eral Acts, in connection with the other Rate Acts 
covered by the decree, operate to likewise deprive 
complainant of its property without due process 
of law." 

In referring to each of the Acts covered by the decree, 
the court used similar words, and clearly passed upon 
them as a whole by connecting each one as it was re- 
ferred to with all of the others covered by the decree. 

If the court could not consider the reasonableness of 
the rates named in one of the Acts separately from the 
other Acts, it is clearly evident that parts of its order 
receiving jurisdiction, does not relate to any subsequent 
consideration of any order that may be made by the 
Railroad Commission regarding the rates embodied in 
one of the Acts covered by the decree. 

If these several Acts were considere<i jointly in the 
original bill, the court could not on petition of the Com- 
mission modifj^ its decree, or discharge the injunction 
as to any one of the particular rates or acts. This res- 
ervation related to the Acts as a whole and the court 
makes intention clear by the following language: 

"If, and when circumstances shall have chang- 
ed so that the rates fixed in said several acts of the 
Legislature of Alabama will yield to. complainant 
reasonable compensation for service performed and 
a reasonable return upon the property devoted to 
the service, etc." 
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After the Commission has made its investigation of 
any subsequent action as it relates to any order that 
is made, must be considered in the nature of a Legis- 
lative Act, subject only to the limitations of a Legisla- 
tive Body. 

It has been the habit of defendant, to present to the 
Commission similar protests whenever the Commission 
has had up for investigation or consideration, rates on 
any of the commodities embraced in the several Rate 
Acts covered by the decree of the Federal Court, and 
the rulings of the Commission have been uniformly 
along the above lines. The protest filed in this in- 
stance is no more applicable than others heretofore filed. 

The Commission does not believe the effect of the de- 
cree is to preclude, or the intention of the court to deter 
it from making such orders relating to passenger fares, 
or rates on any commodity embraced in any of the sev- 
eral Acts of the Legislature, as may appear to them 
reasonable, and the Commission will proceed with the 
consideration of the above case in accordance with this 
opinion. 

The Louisville & Nashville Railroad Company con- 
tends that its present schedule of rates in Alabama are 
reasonable ; that its rates do not yield a fair return upon 
its property devoted to public service in Alabama, and 
that a lower rate will not result in increased passenger 
traffic : 

In support of these contentions, the Louisville & 
Nashville Railroad Company has submitted a great 
deal of testimony and many exhibits. Among other 
things, these exhibits set out the valuation of their 
whole property; that part assigned to Alabama, and 
the proportionate part devoted to intrastate passenger 
business. 

These valuations are made up in three (3) ways: 
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The origiiial cost, which includes amounts expended 
for improvements from time of acquirement of the prop- 
erty to the present time ; capitalization on values, which 
embrace the bonds and stocks issued; and reproduc- 
tion values, or the values of the property based on an 
estimate of the cost of reproducing its line in Alabama, 
with allowance for depreciation and additions for bet- 
terments. 

The gross earnings of the property and the amount 
of passenger revenues received from the interstate bus- 
iness in Alabama, and its intrastate business, is given 
for the years 1906 to 1912, inclusive. 

The expenses of operation are given for the same years 
for all business, and that done in Alabama, with appor- 
tionments between passenger and freight, and inter- 
state and intrastate passenger business. These appor- 
tionments of expenses have been made on several dif- 
ferent bases, but the one relied upon as producing cor- 
rect results, is what they designate as the "Unit of Ser- 
vice Basis Equalized." 

The results from operation are shown by application 
of these different theories of dividing the expense. As 
this investigation is for the purpose of investigating 
and ascertaining present conditions, in order to judge 
the reasonableness of the current passenger rates, the 
Commission will adopt the year ending June 30th, 1912, 
as the one more nearly representing the present, and 
will use data of other years only for comparisons, and 
to locate the trend of traffic. 

The Commission in consideration of this cause, will 
depend upon the facts as disclosed by the record, and 
will base its conclusion upon results that may be obtain- 
ed by the most reasonable application of these facts, 
and not upon the opinions of others. 
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VALUES. 

The Louisville & Nashville Railroad Company is a 
corporation controlling and operating 4744 miles of 
railroad extending into and through many states. Its 
total mileage in Alabama is 1064 miles, which extends 
into 31 different counties of the State. This is exclu- 
sive of the South and North, which is not here con- 
sidered, it being an entirely separate corporation, but 
operated by the Louisville & Nashville Railroad Com- 
pany. 

The original cost of the property is what was paid 
for it when acquired, with such additions as have been 
charged to improvements and betterments since. The 
general policy of the management has been to invest 
much of its earnings in betterments, which has grad- 
ually and steadily improved its condition physical- 
ly and tiuaucially. A great part of these betterments 
have been charged direct to operating expense, which 
has had the effect of showing really less net returns 
from operation than was earned. 

In the early history of the railroad its securities were 
sold at a great discount, and large blocks of its stocks 
were disposed of at nominal prices. By the policy of 
the management a large part of its earnings in better- 
ments the physical value of its property has been in- 
creased to such an extent, that the present values of the 
system will fully equal its capitalization. 

The earnings have been largely in excess of the div- 
idends, which have averaged 4i/> per cent for 1912; 
seven (7) per cent dividend was paid while its earnings 
were above fourteen (14) per cent. 

The capitalization value of the property and the pres- 
ent oriignal cost value, will not vary greatly. The re- 
production values as presented, exceed by far either of 
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the above values. This is accounted for by several 
items. The inflated values placed upon right-of-way 
and other real estate, are material factors in making 
this difference. These values are large in excess of the 
abutting property, and were arrived at by casually tak- 
ing a view of the surroundings and surmising upon the 
cupidity of an imaginary owner, as to what he would 
demand for land to be used for railroad purposes. Any 
prices above the actual value of the property acquired 
for right-of-way purposes, in ascertaining the physical 
value of the property, should be treated the same as 
the discount on its securities. Both at times are nec- 
essities, dependant altogether upon circumstances and 
conditions. 

Duplcation is admitted in items that exceed millions 
of dollars, without any effort to allocate such duplica- 
tion. Some property used for general purposes, but 
located in Alabama, in its entirety charged to Alabama, 
while the State is charged a proportionate part of other 
property located outside of the state. 

If these reproduction values are to be accepted, then 
a large part of the difference in its original and repro- 
duction cost should be charged to betterments and cred- 
ited to operation. It would be difficult, however, to ar- 
rive at the actual difference in original cost and repro- 
duction values as presented, so as to ascertain with any 
degree of accuracy what part of these increased values 
were at the expense of operation. The methods used, 
with the explanations, are too uncertain, and are not 
such as would satisfy an investor, exercising ordinary 
care and prudence, and the Commission hesitates to 
adopt them in the consideration of this case. 

The Defendant lays claim to large values on account 
of trackage rights. If its contract calls for a propor- 
tionate use of the tracks of another road, it claims val- 
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uations in proportion to the physical value of such prop- 
erty, as their payments bear to the total fixed charges of 
the railroad contracted with, regardless of the real val- 
ue or earnings by them on the contract. This is a new 
departure in creating values. If there has been an in- 
crease in the intrinsic or physical value of the property 
by reason of the contract, it innures to the owner and 
not to the lessee. The lessees' value must rest upon the 
earnings of the contract itself. 

It seemingly having been the policy of the. manage- 
ment of the system, to maintain the cost of the proper- 
ty well up to its capitalization, the Commission thinks 
this, the fairest measure of value in this instance, and, 
even if they are exceeded by the actual physical value, 
the defendant cannot complain because such part of 
these reproduction values that accrue through charges 
to operating expenses, should be credited to earnings. 
The value of betterments from this source, is as much 
of a profit to the stockholders as the dividends they re- 
ceive and would be of sufficient percentage on physi- 
cal values in excess of capitalization, to at least equal 
the dividends paid to stockholders. 

The capitalization of the whole system is $196,078,- 
500.00, made up of $136,078,500.00 bonds and |60,000,- 
000.00 common stock. What part of this value would 
be apportioned to Alabama? The defendant contends 
that it should be done on an expense basis. If average 
conditions existed in Alabama as compared with the 
balance of the system, then either the operating expense 
or the gross revenue would give approximately fair re- 
sults. I5ut, in Alabama, great quantities of low grade 
tonnage is hauled very short distances with low rates 
per ton per mile. While this produces very large rev- 
enue for the road, it likewise demands a heavy expense 
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and the traffic in these mine and furnace products ef- 
fect both the gross revenue and the expense, out of pro- 
portion to these two accounts for the balance of the 
system. To adopt the gross revenue or expense, as a 
basis of placing values would be as faulty and uncer- 
tain as the mileage basis- Average conditions Avould 
have to prevail throughout the system for either to ap- 
proximate correctness. The net revenue in Alabama, 
however, is maintained in proportion to the revenue of 
other property of the system in other states. Values 
should not depend upon what it cost to operate a prop- 
erty regardless of the revenue, neither should it b0 
judged by the gross revenue without reference to the 
expense of creating it, but by taking both into consider- 
ation and ascertaining the net revenue. By this means 
we can come more nearly to the correct basis. This is 
the measure usually accepted by the public in placing 
values, and is the surest index to the value of an active 
and well managed property. The defendant insists that 
the large premiums which its stocks and bonds are 
bringing in the open market substantiates its claim for 
reproduction values, but the Commission believes that 
these premiums result from the equities of its stock 
holders in an accumulated surplus of |8:},297,100.()(> 
invested in other property than its own system. 

The defendant also claims the amount of its cur- 
rent liabilities of over |11,000,000.00, should be added 
to other values upon which they should be permitted 
to earn a return. When you adopt the capitalization 
basis of value, every expense incident to operation is 
considered in arriving at net returns to the owners of 
(he property. There are very few business enterprises 
that do not incur current liabilities in their operation, 
and to include them as capital stock in arriving at the 
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amount of annual dividends, would be a departure from 
well established custom. 

Adopting the capitalization of the whole system as 
the proper value and the net revenue as the proper basis 
for apportioning these values to the different proper- 
ties, would give us for Alabama, approximately, the 
following : 

With an annual interest charge of. ^ 946,956.18 

Bonds 21,311,362.31 

Stocks 9,454,477.59

FBANOHISB VALUB. 

Franchise values of a railroad are very uncertain 
quantities. They may be large the present year, and 
the succeeding year practically nothing. They pay 
nothing for the privilege of constructing their roads, 
unless for the occupation of streets of municipalities, 
and, generally speaking, they have no exclusive or spe- 
cial privileges. The domain is open to all alike for util- 
ization without special permission or legislation. 

The value is intangible and rests upon good will and 
successful operation. Although it has been decided by 
courts that it should be considered in rate making, the 
Commission doubts the correctness of such policy. 
However, it is shown that such values are assessed for 
the purpose of taxation in this State, and, under this 
condition, we do not hesitate to recognize the fairness 
of considering this value in this instance. 

The franchise value as assessed is |4,246,250.00, which 
is considered 60% of the full value, |7,077,083.33. 
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FREIGHT AND PASSENGER OPERATION. 

The gross revenue from operation for the 

entire system in 1912, was $56,211,788.30 

Operating expenses, including taxes 41,481,011.84

The gross revenue from operating in Ala-

which is more than 14% on Alabama proportion of cap- 
ital stock after paying fixed charges on Alabama pro- 
portion of bonds. 

DIVISION OF EXPENSE. 

The revenues are alio ted to the State and to the dif- 
ferent classes of traffic, and the expense by Divisions 
and States is accounted separately, with the exception 
of general expense, which is apportioned. The separa- 
tion of expense between passenger and freight, and be- 
tween inter and intrastate traffic, so as to arrive at re- 
sults of intrastate traffic, and the different classes of 
traffic, is a more difficult problem. The defendant has 
introduced a method which it designates as the "Unit 
of Service Basis Equalized," and claims for it a de- 
gree of correctness not attained by any other system. 
The name sounds well, and the start is under favorable 
auspices, but let us follow the trial and see to what it 
leads. 
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HAULAGE AND NON-HAULAGE EXPENSE. 

The expense of operation is first divided into haulage 
expense and non-haulage expense: The haulage ex- 
pense being that which is incurred in the movement of 
traffic, or as stated by the defendant's witness, "Haul- 
age Expense is that which is effected by the distance." 
Non-haulage is that which is not effected by the volume 
of the traffic, such as clearing right-of-way, damage to 
ties, rail and other property by stress of weather and 
general office expense. 

After the above classification has been made, the divi- 
sion between freight and passenger expense is ascertain- 
ed by applying to each, certain allocated expense and 
percentage of the balance, which has been unallocated 
of the different items comprising the two classes of ex- 
pense, on an arbitrary basis, or as you might say, as 
the exigencies of the particular conditions demand. 
Results can be made to vary largely by a slight change 
in percentages, or by applying car miles instead of train 
miles. It was stated by witness that these percentages 
applied in the division of expense was made on the rec- 
ommendation of an expert engineer in 1907, who is now 
in some foreign country. It was developed in the cross- 
examination of the same witness, that this engineer 
made recommendations for use on other parts of its sys- 
tem in 1912, of percentages that would produce vastly 
different results, and, if applied in this hearing, would 
have been fatal to the main contention of the defend- 
ant in this hearing, even by applying the "Unit of Ser- 
vice Basis." The formula referred to was used in a 
hearing before the Interstate Commerce Commission 
in reference to rates on certain commodities in Ken- 
tucky. But let us suppose the above apportionment had 
been made upon an equitable plan, for the Commission 
believes that possible, what is the next step? 
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SEPARATION OF EXPENSE BETWEEN INTER AND INTRA 
TRAFFIC ^^UNIT OF SERVICE BASIS/^ 

The separation of expense between inter and intra- 
state traffic is made by taking the initial expense inci- 
dent to the actual movement of trains, ascertained by 
one weeks' test in September 1907. These trains were 
designated as local trains and through trains. 

The local trains were those on which intrastate traf- 
fic predominated, and the through trains those on which 
interstate traffic was greater. The same date was kept 
for both freight and passenger trains, but as this hear- 
ing pertains to passenger rates, our reference in this 
analysis will apply to this traffic. 

The number of train miles and car miles made by 
each class of train was accounted and the number of 
passengers and passenger miles, both inter and intra- 
state, on each class of train, and the cost per train mile 
of each class of train. 

The expense taken into account was the train crew, 
fuel, water, lubricants and lights. 

The total amount of this expense during the 

test week for the local trains was $4,780.42 

Total amount of this expense during the test 

week for through trains was 2,287.37 

From the small initial expense the defendant has 
undertaken to apportion between the two classes of traf- 
fic inter and intrastate — the total expense of the year 
including taxes of f 1,869,135.33, by ascertaining the 
relative movement cost of the interstate and intrastate 
passenger miles, during that particular week, and the 
relative number of each class of passengers to the 
whole. 
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The effect of this method is to burden intrastate traf- 
fic with approximately seventy (70) per cent of the 
entire cost of operation, while its gross revenue is fifty- 
three (53) per cent of the whole. 

Property values are assigned on the same basis. If 
intrastate traffic can stand this unfair oppression, 70% 
of the entire operating expense without a deficit, it 
would clearly demonstrate that the local traffic is the 
more important of the two to the railroads, and not the 
burden to successful operation that the accounting de- 
partment undertakes to demonstrate. 



BASIS.^^ 

As an illustration of the working and effects of the 
system of apportioning expense, we will suppose we had 
a farm, about 200 acres of which, was planted in cot- 
ton. Of this 200 acres, about one-half was good strong 
soil but very broken, necessitating many terraces, and 
crooked rows to protect the soil. The other division 
of the land being level, with long straight rows, could 
be prepared, and to some extent cultivated, with sulkey 
plows. The plowing of the latter, per acre, could be 
done more cheaply than the former, but owing to the 
good drainage of the land, its average yield per acre, 
was larger. 

The land was all cultivated with the same mules 
and labor, and, if it were desired to arrive at some short 
method for separating the expense of cultivation so as 
the net results from each plot could be determined, and 
should we adopt the '*Unit of Service Basis," for that 
purpose, we would proceed as follows: 

The actual initial expense of bedding the ground for 
one year is kept. (This would be done for only one 
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year.) To prepare the level ground, you could hitch 
two mules to a sulkey plow and complete the planting 
bed with one or two turns of the row. On the broken 
land, you would have to run four to five furrows to 
complete the planting bed. After you have completed 
the preparation, ascertain the cost for preparing each 
plot, per acre, by taking into consideration only, the 
feed of the mules and the hire of labor. 

This initial expense, which is found to be 80% more 
per acre for the broken ground than for the other, is 
placed aside until the crop is harvested, then, should 
you have found the number of pounds produced on the 
broken plot, per acre, exceeds the other seven (7) per 
cent, this is then equalized by multiplying the yield of 
the broken tract by the excess relative percentage ob- 
tained in the original cost and adding the product to 
the yield of the broken tract, that would give us approx- 
imately 65% and 35% on the relative expense of the 
total initial cost i)er pound of cotton produced respect- 
ively on the broken and on the level plots. This would 
represent the percentage of each tract for the entire 
expense of producing and harvesting the crop. Strange 
to say the relative expense of the two tracts has been 
changed to the disadvantage of the one already burden- 
ed with the heavier initial expense because of its great- 
er yield. 

Now were you to charge to the broken tract 65% of 
the expense, for chopping, hoeing, fertilizing, picking, 
ginning, superintending, implements and taxes, expend- 
ed on the entire 200 acres, you will have applied in part, 
the "Unit of Service Basis." But this is not all — the 
above mentioned expense represents the haulage ex- 
pense, only as applied by the "Unit of Service Basis." 
There are other expenses, such as keeping houses and 
fences in repair, this would be classed as non-haulage 
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expense. Of this expense, 90% would be charged to the 
broken tract and only 10% to the other. We will not 
go into the detail as to how this percentage is arrived 
at. This broken tract is loaded with almost the entire 
expense, and because of this, it is also apportioned a 
greater part of the valuation. The actual result from 
the operation on the tract have not changed, but, the- 
oretically, under this system of accounting, you would 
be losing money on one tract, while the product of the 
other was mostly profit. Strange to say, under this 
system, more value would be attached to the tract show- 
ing the least net return. If it could stand 70% of the 
whole expense, we think possibly you would be justifi- 
able in according it the greater value. 

The effect of the "Unit of Service Basis" apportions 
to intrastate traffic, a larger percentage of the increase 
in salaries recently granted to the trainmen, than its 
revenue train miles bear to the total train mileage, and, 
it is further burdened with the larger part of the move- 
ment expense of through trains recently inaugurated 
mainly for the use of interstate travel. 

With this view of the "Unit of Service Basis," the 
Commission rejects it as being unfair and impractica- 
ble. 

**0TIIER PLANS FOR DIVISIONS OF EXPENSES.^^ 

After the completion of the cross-examination on the 
above plan, the defendant asked permission, through 
the same witness, to file exhibits or other plans worked 
out by him, but as this witness had discredited all other 
methods of arriving at results, in his effort to sustain 
the "Unit of Service Basis," the request was not grant- 
ed. Besides, if such procedure were permitted, the 
Commission could be held indefinitely examining the 
different theories that might spring up overnight. 
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FIFTEEN PER CENT LOAD ON INTRASTATE TRAFFIC. 

Having rejected the "Unit of Service Basis," the 
Commission must adopt some theory for apportioning 
the expense between inter and intrastate traffic, if we 
are to arrive at any conclusion as to the results from 
operation by defendant in intrastate traffic. 

The courts have heretofore adopted an arbitrary per- 
centage of 15%, as being the cost of earning a dollar 
in intrastate business in excess of the cost of earning 
a dollar from all business. In this hearing there was 
some data presented, showing same cost to be 16% for 
intra above interstate traffic. This would indicate a 
difference of less than 15% in the cost of earning a 
dollar in intra, as compared with all traffic. 

By applying the 15% load to intrastate 
traffic in Alabama. We have an oper- 
ating expense including taxes on in- 
trastate traffic approximately $ 3,465,056.00 

And revenue from intrastate traffic of 4,003,068.00 

Leaving a net revenue of $ 538,012.00 

SUMMARY OF RESULTS FROM OPERATION. 

By adopting the net revenue basis in apportioning 
the amount of the capitalization to intrastate business, 
heretofore charged to Alabama, the following values 
are obtained for intrastate traffic: 

Bonds apportioned to intrastate traffic $4,960,583.00 

Stock apportioned to intrastate traffic 2,218,576.00 

Total 117,179,159.00

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We have as a result from operation of intrastate 
traffic : 

Net revenue from operation, including taxes $538,012.00 
Interest on bonds of fixed charges 219,257.00 



Net income available for paying dividends $318,755.00 

By adopting capitalization values, and the net rev- 
enue for apportioning such values, between inter and in- 
trastate traffic and arriving at the expense of operation 
on the basis of 15% load for intrastate business, gives 
fairly uniform returns to the stock holders from the 
business as a whole, from all business in Alabama, and 
from intrastate business. The profit in each instance 
being slightly in excess of 14% (14) available for div- 
idends. 

The franchise values are not considered above, neith- 
er is the income from the surplus of $33,000,000.00 in- 
vested in securities. The ability to accumulate this sur- 
plus is what gives value to the franchise. 

If the franchise value is considered, the amount ap- 
portioned to intrastate traffic on a net revenue basis 
would be $1,647,302.00, and, after allowing interest on 
this amount at the average rate that the bonds bear, and 
deductions from the income above given, there would 
still remain over 11% available for dividends. 

"^"^VS^HAT SHOULD A RAILROAD BE PERMITTED TO BARN?^^ 

This question arises in the consideration of rates. 
Frequently witnesses are examined as to profits in 
other lines of business in the localities where the rail- 
road in question is operating for the purpose of com- 
parison. There is no similarity between the operation 
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of railroads and the ordinary private business enter- 
prises carried on throughout the country, but, we dare 
say, few of them would complain seriously of the man- 
agement, if they produced net returns to the stock- 
holders free from taxes, equal to the protits of the de- 
fendant in this hearing. 

Testimony was given in the hearing tending to show 
that the railroad business was very hazardous, and as 
proof of this, the witness cited numerous cases in years 
past of the many railroads which were placed in the 
hands of receivers. This witness admitted, however, 
that these receiverships were largely the result of the 
unrestrained laws of trade and competition before the 
days of regulation, and that the laws requiring main- 
tenance of rates, had been beneficial. It is the opinion 
of the Commission, that no investment is more conserva- 
tive today, than the investment of securities of a well 
established and managed railroad property. 

The State has a similar interest in the success of a 
railroad located within its borders, that the railroad 
has in an industry located on its line. Each is interest- 
ed in the success of the other. 

It is the opinion of this Commission, that a railroad 
should be permitted to earn all that the best manage- 
ment can bring to it, with fair service and reasonable 
rates. That the State will not require lower rates, 
merely because the earnings are large, but rather, will, 
at times, overlook inferior service, and bear with un- 
reasonably high rates, because of small earnings. 

DISCRIMINATION. 

It is shown by one of the exhibits presented by the 
defendant, giving the passenger miles and passenger 
revenue for interstate traflBc, Alabama State traffic, and 
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traffic in other States for 1912, that the average rates 
per passenger mile for intrastate traffic in Alabama^ is 
one-half cent per mile greater than the rate for inter- 
state in Alabama, and 15/100 of a cent greater for in- 
trastate in Alabama than it is on intrastate in all of 
the other states. During the year in which these com- 
parisons are made, the Statutory Rate of 21^ cents per 
mile was effective, with the exception of two and one- 
half (23^) months, or from April 16th, 1912, to June 
30th, following. It would appear from this, that the 
defendant's patrons in Alabama, are not receiving the 
same opportunities for low rates as are granted else- 
where. 

EFFECT .OF LOWER BATES. 

The defendant has presented much data and testi- 
mony to show that the lower rates do not stimulate and 
increase traffic. Comparison with results of other roads 
operating in Alabama, which have in effect the 2^^ 
standard rate, and two (2) cents mileage rate do not 
tend to sustain its claim. 

The Statutory Passenger Rate of two and one-half 
(2%) cents per mile became a law in 1907. During 
the year, many of the important railroads in Alabama, 
put in this schedule of rates, and, also, a two (2) cent 
mileage ticket. The Louisville & Nashville Railroad 
Company resisted the Acts of the Legislature, and the 
low rate was not effective on this railroad, until during 
1909. Its mileage rate remained the same as before, 
which was two and one-half (2i/^) cents per mile. By 
a comparison of the passenger miles of the different 
railroads, beginning with the fiscal year ending June 
30th, 1908, we find the increase in travel over the roads 
that made the two and one-half (21/4) cent rate effect- 
ive, is greatly in excess of tlie increase (m the Louisville 
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& Nashville Railroad. On three out of four of these 
railroads the increase in passenger miles was more 
than sufficient to increase their revenues above the in 
crease of revenue on the Louisville & Nashville Rail- 
road. This would indicate that the two and one-half 
(2V^) cent passenger rate not only stimulated travel, 
but resulted in increased revenue. 

CONCLUSIONS. 

From a careful consideration of the facts as present 
ed, we find that the Louisville & Nashville Railroad 
Company is earning a fair profit from its intrastate bus- 
iness in Alabama. That lower rates tend to stimulate 
travel, and that a two and one-half (2^^) cent standard 
passenger rate has not effected the revenue to the det- 
riment of the railroad. 

That the average rate received, per passenger mile 
for intrastate travel in Alabama, by the Louisville & 
Nashville Railroad Company is greater than either the 
rate received for intrastate travel, or that received for 
interstate travel, in all other states in which it oper- 
ates, and that a reduction of one-half (%) cent per 
mile in its Alabama Standard Rate, is necessary to 
bring such rate nearer to a parity with its rate in all 
other states, and its average interstate rate: 

Therefore, it is ordered, that on the 6th day of 
March, 1913, the Louisville & Nashville Railroad Com- 
pany publish and make effective, between all points on 
its line of railroad in Alabama, a Standard Passenger 
Rate of two and one-half (2%) cents per passenger 
mile for adults, and a rate of one and one- fourth ( 1^ ) 
cents per passenger mile for children not over twelve 
(12), nor under five (5) years of age, and, that it also, 
on the 6th day of March, 1913, shall publish and make 
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effective, joint rates between all points in Alabama, be- 
tween which it now has such joint rates, and, its pro- 
portion of such joint rates, shall not exceed the above 
Standard Rates described. Wednesday, February 19th,

Sir: The Commission submits the following report 
of its acts for the year ending June 30th, 1914, as pro- 
vided by law. 

For the purpose of ascertaining traffic conditions 
during the past year, we make comparison with the 
year ending June 30th, 1913. 

The number of passengers carried in 1914 was 12,- 
608,363 compared with 11,174,753 in 1913. 

The total income for all roads in Alabama from op- 
eration was 19,294,956.00, compared with |8,059,626.00 
in 1913, with a total main line mileage of 4.692 miles; 
giving average net earnings per mile of road of f 1,- 
981.00 compared with |1,733.00 per mile of road in 
1913. 

COMPLAINTS. 

The number of complaints made to the Commission 
were somewhat greater than during the previous year, 
but the greater number of these complaints were dis- 
posed of without formal hearing. 

HEARINGS AND INVESTIGATIONS. 

The Commission has had formal hearing in fifty- 
seven (57) cases. These have all been disposed of by 
orders, copies of which are attached hereto. 
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AOdDBNTS. 

The number of passengers carried during the year 
amounted to 12,608,363 persons, of which 302 were in- 
jured and 10 killed in accidents. The number of em- 
ployees engaged in transportation by the railroads 
amounted to 11,500, of which 45 were killed and 1659 
injured. 104 other persons have been killed and 209 
injured. 

STATISTICS. 

We include in this report extracts from the railroads 
to the Commission, embracing only such as are of gen- 
eral interest. 

The main line mileage has increased during the year 
41 miles, and we now have within the State 4,692 miles 
of main line including second track; which, with the 
siding and yard tracks (1,674.15 miles) makes a total 
mileage of 6,366.15 miles.

That, at points where the de- 
livering line has no track scales, but where the con- 
signee requesting the reweighing of car or cars, has 
track scales, that the delivering line shall reweigh car 
or cars, for said consignee upon said consignee's scales 
upon such terms as are hereinabove described, except 
that the deposit shall be Fifty (.50) Cents, instead of 
Two (12.00) Dollars per car.

Re-Opened. 

The City of Selma makes complaint that the present 
rate on coal from certain mines on the Southern Rail- 
way is unreasonable, in and of itself, the rate being 
One Dollar per ton. 

This cause was decided adversely to the City of 
Selma, and is now before the Commission upon a re- 
hearing. 

There seems to be much misunderstanding as to the 
special rate on coal to Anniston, Alabama, and other 
points, commonly called and known as an industrial 
rate. A careful reading of Section 14^^ Acts Special 
Session 1907, page 40, will disclose that the Commis- 
sion is without power to put in industrial rates to be 
given to points, but when put in, by the carriers, the 
Commission, may, within its discretion keep said rates 
in force and effect ; but such industrial or special rates 
must not be looked to as a guide or predicate upon 
which to put in other rates. 

Coal rates to given points of, destination, are very 
largely influenced by the proximity of nearby mines. 
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It will readily be seen that the Anniston Open Rate of 
seventy (.70) cents per ton is fixed on nearby mines to 
Anniston, Gadsden and Talladega, mines being located 
on the Nashville, Chattanooga & St. Louis Railway, at 
the foot of Sand Mountain, which is about ten (10) 
miles from Gadsden. 

Evidence is before the Commission of the rates on 
coal from many points within the State. The coal 
rates of the two Decaturs is based on the nearest mine 
to said point, which is Stouts Mountain, a distance of 
forty-seven (47) miles, and a rate obtains to these two 
cities of seventy-five (.75) cents per ton. For the pur- 
pose of this opinion, let us compare the Decaturs with 
Selma. 

The Decaturs are located on the Tennessee River, 
which is navigable. Selma is located on the Alabama 
River, which is navigable. The population of the two 
Decaturs, (1910) is 10,346. The population of Selma, 
(1910) is, 13,649. Decatur has two railroads. Selma 
has three railroads. At Decatur, the Louisville & 
Nashville has a short haul of forty-seven (47) miles, 
[While the Southern Railroad has a long haul of 106 
miles. At Selma, the Southern Railway has a short 
haul of fifty-four (54) miles, while the Louisville & 
Nashville has a long haul of one hundred and sixty- 
three (163) miles. There is a difference of seven (7) 
miles in favor of the Decaturs between the nearest 
mine, which is located at Stouts Mountain, and that of 
Selma, from the Aldridge mines, which is fifty-four 
(54) miles from Selma. 

This Commission has spent much time and labor in 
going over every coal rate in the State, and, we are con- 
strained to believe that the conditions at the Decaturs 
and Selma, are, almost in every respect, similar. Can 
it be said with any force, that the Decaturs are any 
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more of competitive points than Selma? We think not. 
If the Decaturs are entitled to a seventy-five (.75) cent 
rate on coal, based upon a forty-seven (47) mile haul, 
why then is not Selma entitled to a reduction based 
upon a fifty-four (54) mile haul? It is admitted by 
counsel for the carriers, that the proximity of nearby 
mines control in making the rates. In pointing out 
why Anniston, Gadsden and Talladega, are entitled to 
a seventy (.70) cent Open Rate, the nearby mines were 
pointed to by the carriers as a reason for such rate, and 
to our minds, it is conclusive. If this is true, and the 
Stouts Mountain mine controls the Decatur rate, then, 
the Aldridge mine should control the Selma rate, al- 
though, not all the coal used by the Decaturs comes 
from Stouts Mountain, and not all the coal used by the 
City of Selma comes from the Aldridge mine. 

We are of the opinion, and so hold, that the City of 
Selma is entitled to a reduction in the rate on coal, and 
the order heretofore entered in this cause, is recalled 
and set aside, and, It is now ordered. That the South- 
ern Railway Company publish and maintain a rate of 
Eighty (.80) Cents per ton of two thousand (2,000) 
pounds on coal from its mines in Groups Two and Five, 
to Selma, Alabama. December 1st, 1913.

All complaints, applications or petitions must be 
printed or written (or partly printed and partly writ- 
ten), setting forth succinctly the subject matter of com- 
plaint or application and can be either in the form of 
letter or petition. The name of the carrier against 
which complaint is made should be stated in full, and 
the address of the complainant or pettiioner, together 
with the name and address of his attorney, if any, must 
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appear upon the complaint or petition. All complaints 
or petitions must be signed by the complainant, peti- 
tioner, or counsel, and addressed to the Commission or 
any member thereof. 

IV. Service op Complaint or Petition. 

The Commission will cause a copy of the complaint 
or petition to be served personally, or by mail, in its 
discretion, upon each carrier against which relief is 
sought, with notice to plead to or answer the same with- 
in the time specified by the Commission. Before serv- 
ing notice on the party complained of to appear before 
the Commission, the Commission may negotiate with 
the defendant with the view of having the cause of the 
complaint removed without the expense of a formal 
hearing. 

V. Pleadings and Answers. 

A carrier complained against must plead or answer 
within such time as required by the Commission. The 
time prescribed in any case may be extended, upon good 
cause shown, by order of the Commission. All plead- 
ings and answers must be filed with the Clerk of the 
Commission, at its ofl3ce in Montgomery. All answers 
must admit or deny the truth of all material allegations 
of the complaint or petition and may set forth any ad- 
ditional fact material to the issue. If the carrier com- 
plained against shall make satisfaction of, or shall sat- 
isfactorily to the complainant or petitioner make ad- 
justment of the demands contained in the complaint 
or petition before the cause is finally disposed of by the 
Commission he shall obtain from the complainant or 
petitioner, a written acknowledgment of such satisfac- 
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tion or adjustmeBt settiiig fortk tiie. tarms and ee&di- 
tions of SBch agreement or adjustment^ and file same 
with the Commiflsion <m or before the day set for the 
hearing. 

VI. flWTIGl OF PAPIBS. 

Copies of all papers and notiees recjaiFed by the Com- 
mission to be served npon the adverse par<7 shall be 
served personally or by mail, in the discretion of the 
Commission; and when any parly has appeared by at- 
torney, service op<m wrch attorney shall be deemed 
proper service upon the party. 

YII. Amendments. 

The Commission, in its discretion, will permit amend- 
ments to be made to all complaints, petitions, pleadings, 
and answers, upon such terms as it may impose. 

VIII. Extension of Time. 

Extensions of time may be granted upon the applica- 
tion of any party to the proceedings in the discretion of 
the Commission. 

IX. Testimony. 

Witnesses will be sworn and examined orally before 
the Commission, or their depositions taken as prescribed 
by law. However, the parties to any proceeding before 
the Commission may file with the Clerk of the Commis- 
sion an agreed state of facts touching the matter in 
controversy; such agreed state of facts shall be 
signed by all parties to the controversy, and when thus 
signed and filed, shall be taken as evidence upon the 
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hearing of the case. But such agreement of facts shall 
not preclude the Commission from taking such addi- 
tional testimony as they may deem proper. 

X. Hearings. 

All complaints or petitions shall be heard and consid- 
ered by the Commission at its office in Montgomery, un- 
less otherwise ordered, at such time as may be prescrib- 
ed by the Commission, upon the filing of the complaint 
or the petition. The complainant or petitioner must 
establish the facts alleged by him as the basis for the 
relief sought, unless the carrier complained against ad- 
mits the same, or fails to plead to or answer the com- 
plaint or petition. All facts alleged in the answer or 
other pleadings must be proved by the carrier unless 
admitted by the complainant or petitioner. In case of 
failure to plead or answer, the Commission may take 
such proof of the facts as may be deemed proper, and 
make such order thereon as the circumstances of the 
case require. 

XI. Witnesses and Sobpobnas. 

Subpoenas requiring the attendance of witnesses will, 
upon application of either party, or upon the order of 
the Commission, be issued by the Clerk. Subpoenas for 
the production of books, papers, or documents (unless 
directed to issue by the Commission upon its own mo- 
tion) will only be issued upon application in writing; 
and when it is sought to compel witnesses, not parties 
to the proceedings to produce such documentary evi- 
dence, the application must be sworn to and must spec- 
ify as nearly as may be the books, papers or documents 
desired, and that the same are in possession of the wit- 
ness or under his control; and that they contain evi- 
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dence material to the issue. Applications to compel a 
party to the proceedings to produce books or papers or 
documents, need only set forth in a general way the 
books, papers, or documents desired to be produced, and 
that the applicant believes that they will be of service 
in the determination of the case. 

XII. Quorum and Continuances. 

Two members of the Commission shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business. If no quorum 
is present on any day fixed for the regular meeting of 
the Commission and there are cases on the docket ready 
for hearing, the Clerk of the Commission shall adjourn 
the session from day to day (noting the same upon the 
record) until a quorum is present. 

XIII. Notice of Continuances. 

It shall be the duty of the Clerk to notify all parties 
at interest of all continuances, and of the day to which 
the hearing is continued. 

XIV. Manner of Conducting Cases. 

The complainant or petitioner will open and close the 
case. Each party to the controversy will be allowed to 
introduce such evidence as the Commission may deem 
relevant ; and each side of the controversy will be heard 
in argument in person, or by counsel, or other represen- 
tative. All arguments may be limited in time by the 
Commission in its discretion. 

XV. Costs in Rate Cases. 

The costs of all proceedings before the Railroad Com- 
mission relating to any tariff of rates, or to any partic- 
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ular rate or rates charged by any railroad for the trans- 
portation of freight between points in this State, shall 
be adjudged against and paid by the unsuccessful party. 
The items of cost to be taxed in such cases shall corre- ' 
spond in amout to like items allowed by law in cases 
in the Circuit Court of this State. ( See Acts of Legis- 
lature 1903, page 355, Sec. 2.) 

XVI. Other Cases. 

The Commissioners may summon and examine under 
oath such witnesses as they may think proper in rela- 
tion to the affairs of any railroad or other transporta- 
tion company in this State, or of any person or corpora- 
tion operating any such railroad or engaged in the busi- 
ness of twinsporting persons or property for hire in 
this State.

ATLANTIC COAST LINE RAILWAY. 

Reclassification. 

After extensive correspondence and informal discus- 
sions, this Commission failed to ratify agreement en- 
tered into by the Governor and the Atlantic Coast Line 
Railroad as to the change of the classification of said 
road. This Commission, however, formulated a new 
agreement which was authorized and signed by the 
President of the Commission and forwarded to the 
President of the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad who also 
agreed to and signed said new agreement, as herein be- 
low set out: 

Memorandum of agreement by and between the Hon- 
orable B. B. COMER, GOVERNOR OF ALABAMA, 
AND THE HONORABLE RAILROAD COMMIS- 
SION OF ALABAMA, acting for the STATE OF ALA- 
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BAMA, and T. M. EMERSON, PRESIDENT OF AND 
ACTING FOR THE ATLANTIC COAST LINE 
RAILROAD COMPANY. 

First. It is hereby understood and agreed by and be- 
tween all the parties to this agreement, that the Atlan- 
tic Coast Line Railroad Company shall have the right 
and authority on and from the first day of January, 
1908, to establish and maintain on its road in Alabama 
a straight, local intra-state passenger rate of 2% cents 
per mile or fraction of a mile; but not be required to 
accept a single fare for less than five cents. 

Second. In the case of persons riding on the trains 
of said railroads who have not provided themselves 
with regular tickets, the railroad company shall have 
the right and authority to charge and collect from such 
person at the rate of 3 cents per mile, or fraction of a 
mile. 

Third. It is further understood and agreed that if 
the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company shall here- 
after voluntarily, or as the final result of litigation, put 
into effect in Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina 
or Georgia a first-class intrastate straight local pas- 
senger tariff of less than 2% cents per mile then the 
Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company shall put in 
the same rates as the straight local for intrastate pas- 
senger fare on its lines within the State of Alabama ; ex- 
cept that in no event shall the Atlantic Coast Line 
Railroad Company be required to put in, in the State 
of Alabama, an intra-state straight local rate for the 
transportation of persons at less than 2^^ cents per 
mile. 

Fourth. It is further understood and agreed between 
the parties hereto that the putting by the Atlantic 
Coast Line Railroad Company in any of the States 
hereinbefore named, other than Alabama, of a rate less 
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than 2% cents per mile, brought about by the institu- 
tion of a suit OP suits, or pending litigation in any one 
of the said States, or by order of any railroad commis- 
sion, is not to be understood and considered as the put- 
ting in of such rates voluntarily, op as the final result 
of litigation, unless such rate op rates so put in are 
afterwards agreed for any cause to be maintained per- 
manently. 

It is further understood and agreed that the putting 
in of special rates, such as excursion rates, second class 
pates, OP mileage books, at less than 2% cents per mile, 
in any of the States named, shall not, under any cir- 
cumstances, be understood or considered as the putting 
in of a rate in any of the said States which shall require 
the 2% cents per mile intra-state straight local rate in 
Alabama to be reduced. 

Fifth. It is further understood and agreed that the 
Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company in considera- 
tion of the rates authorized to be charged and collected, 
as hereinbefore and hereinafter described, shall issue 
and put on sale mileage books of the denomination of 
500 miles at the rate of 2^^ cents per mile, to be used 
by the head of the family purchasing such book, or the 
immediate members thereof living in the State of Ala- 
bama, the names of such purchaser and such members 
of the family be inserted in such book, and that the At- 
lantic Coast Line Railroad Company shall also issue 
and put on sale mileage books in the denominations of 
1,000 and 2,000 miles respectively, at the rate of 2^4 
cents per mile, good only for the use of the purchaser 
thereof, whose name shall be inserted in such book at 
the time of purchase. Such books and each of them 
shall be good only for one year from date of purchase 
and only good for travel on the lines of the Atlantic 
Coast Line Railroad Company in the State of Alabama. 
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Sixth. It is further understood and agreed between 
the parties to this agreement that, effective on the 10th 
day of December, 1907, the Atlantic Coast Line Rail- 
road Company has the right and is authorized to charge 
and collect and will charge between points on its line 
in the State of Alabama on the commodities named and 
specified by the statutes of Alabama passed at the last 
extra session of the Legislature of Alabama, as Senate 
Bills Nos. 28, 29, 30, 31, 32, 33, 34 and 35 duly approved, 
not more than the same mileage rates as provided for 
railroads placed in Class Three by said acts and the 
said Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company is hereby 
placed in Class No. 3, as provided in said Group Acts 
above mentioned. Provided, however, that the Atlantic 
Coast Line Railroad Company shall in no instance 
charge higher rates on commodities as mentioned in 
above Senate Bills than were effective on the lines of 
the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad within the State of 
Alabama, on January 1st, 1907. 

Seventh. It is, however, further understood and 
agreed that, if, on trial, any one of the commodity rates 
named in the above acts of the Alabama Legislature, or 
the passenger rates named in this agreement, that is 
any one or more or all of said commodity or passenger 
rates, shall be found to be unreasonably low, the Rail- 
road Commission of Alabama shall give adequate relief 
by raising or permitting to be raised any such rate or 
i*ates as may be found to be unreasonably low, to such 
rate or rates as will be found to be reasonable after such 
trial. If, after such, said Railroad Commission shall 
fail or refuse for thirty days to give the relief which the 
Atlantic Coast Line Railroad considers it is entitled to 
receive, said Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company 
shall not be deemed to have in any way waived or sur- 
rendered any of its legal rights to relief in any court of 
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competent jurisdiction, and its rights to such relief 
shall not be impaired or in any way prejudiced by this 
agreement, or by the fact that said rates have been put 
into effect and have been given a trial under this agree- 
ment. 

It is further understood and agreed that if the said 
Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company shall keep the 
said commodity and passenger rates in effect for six 
months from the 10th day of December, 1907, the trial 
thus given shall constitute a reasonable trial as to 
either or both. 

It is further understood and agreed that nothing in 
this agreement shall in any way aflfect or prejudice the 
rights of the said Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Com- 
pany in respect to obtaining any relief as to any other 
freight rate than the said commodity rates now or here- 
after enforced, either before the • Railroad Commission 
of Alabama or in any court of competent jurisdiction. 

Eighth. It is agreed and understood that no rights 
or interests of the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Com- 
pany shall be aflfected adversely in respect to the rates 
and matters covered by this agreement by any legisla- 
tion to be enacted at any extra session of the Legisla- 
ture of Alabama held prior to the next regular session 
of the Legislature, and that the Governor and the Rail- 
road Commission of Alabama will do all things neces- 
sary on the part of the State to protect the said Atlan- 
tic Coast Line Railroad Company in respect to the 
rates and matters covered by this agreement. 

It is further understood and agreed that in the mak- 
ing of this settlement and the dismissal of the pending 
litigation, according to the terms of the verbal agree- 
ment between the parties hereto made contemporane- 
ously with this instrument, there is to be no liability 
upon the said Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company 
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growing or arising out of the bond op bonds which said 
Company was required to give on securing the injunc- 
tion heretofore issued in the pending litigation. 

It is further understood and agreed that the Atlantic 
Coast Line Railroad Company shall, under no circum- 
stances, incur any liability on its bond or bonds here- 
tofore given, or incur liability for any damages on ac- 
count of its failure to put into effect the disputed rates

EXCESS BAGGAGE. 

General Order No. 14. 

Following orders were issued : 

By virtue of certain agreements heretofore made be- 
tween the State of Alabama and the Southern Railway, 
the Alabama Great Southern Railroad, the Mobile & 
Ohio Railroad, the Northern Alabama Railroad and the 
Atlantic Coast Line Railroad, wherein it is provided 
that in consideration of concessions made to the above 
railroads in the passenger charges, the said railroads 
would, in the event of a lower charge being instituted 
in other States, establish and maintain a like charge in 
Alabama, and whereas certain of the above named rail- 
roads having made known to the Commission that they 
would on April 1st, 1908, establish the charges named 
below in other States, and all of the above named rail- 
roads made application to the Commission for the pro- 
mulgation of the necessary order to put in operation 
said rates in Alabama, it is therefore hereby ordered, 
effective April 1st, 1908: 

First. That no carrier in Alabama shall be required 
to accept less than 10 cents for any single fare, full or 
half rate, even though the actual fare at the regular 
mileage rate would be less than that amount. 

Second. That unless a passenger boards a train at a 
station where there is no ticket office, the carrier may 
charge and collect from such passenger, 15 cents in ad- 
dition to the price of the ticket at the agent's rate. 

Third. That, where the price of a ticket at the regu- 
lar rate would amount to any figure between two mul- 
tiples of five, it may be made that multiple of five which 
is nearest, or, in the event that the amount is equi- 
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distant between two multiples of five, the price charged 
for the ticket may be the higher of these two multiples 
of five. 

Fourth. All orders, and parts of orders, in conflict 
with, or prescribing a different rule in respect to the 
matters covered by this order, are hereby revoked. 

It is further provided by resolution that the above 
mentioned railroads be and they are, hereby authorized 
to make the following rates on mileage tickets as set 
out hereinbelow: 

First. Two thousand mile books, intrastate, inter- 
changeable with such of the solvent roads of the State 
as will consent, at two cents per mile, good for heads of 
firms and employees, not exceeding a total number of 
five, the names to be furnished at the time of purchase 
of mileage books, and entered thereon. 

Second. One thousand mile books, intrastate, and 
interchangeable with such of the solvent roads of the 
State as will consent, limited to one individual, at two 
cents per mile, and good only in the hands of the pur- 
chaser, the name of the purchaser to be furnished at 
the time of purchase of the book and entered thereon. 

Third. Five hundred mile books, at 2% cents per 
mile, good for heads of families and dependent mem- 
bers thereof, intrastate, and non-interchangeable, the 
names of the families to be furnished at the time of pur- 
chase and entered thereon. All of such mileage books 
to be limited to one year from date of purchase, and 
redeemable, charging for the part used at 2^^ cents 
per mile. 

It is further ordered. That excess baggage rates of 
the Southern Railway Company, effective October 1st, 

1907, within the State of Georgia, are hereby made the 
excess baggage rates on the above mentioned lines of 
road within the State of Alabama, effective April 1st,

RATES 

The rates for barge service shall be, and they are hereby made 
sixty (60) per cent of the present legal freight tariffs applicable 
on the above rivers. 

BULBS AND REGULATIONS 
1. 

(a) A barge shipment, to which above rates are applicable, shall 
be made to one consignee and to one destination; shall be loaded 
and unloaded by shipper or consignee, and the minimum weight 
thereof shaU be one hundred (100) tons. 

(b) A barge shipment as defined above, consisting of articles of 
different classes, and taking different rates, the combined weights 
of which are less than one hundred tons, wiU be accepted at barge 
rates, provided, that the number of tons necessary to complete the 
minimum weight of one hundred tons, shall be charged for at the 
highest rate taken by any article composing the shipment. 



Where transportation companies furnish barges for the move- 
ment of goods requiring protection from the elements, said trans- 
portation company will be required to furnish the necessary tar- 
paulins for said protection.

Shippers or consignees shall be allowed seventy-two (72) hours 
free time, both for loading and unloading each barge. Consignee 
or shipper will be required to pay three (|3.00) dollars per day for 
each barge in their possession exceeding the free time granted for 
loading and unloading.

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GENERAL RULES. 

MAXIMUM BATES. 
RULE 1. 

(A) The rates shown in Tariffs and the special commodity rates 
shown in Express Classification, are MAXIMUM rates, and will ap- 
ply to all Express Companies doing business In the State of Ala- 
bama, and will be governed by rules and regulations of the Express 
Companies, in so far as said rules are applicable to the business done 
within the State of Alabama and when said rules are not in conflict 
with the rules adopted by the Commission governing Express Com- 
panies. 

(B) Except when otherwise provided, packages weighing five 
(5) pounds and under shall not be charged more than twenty-five 
(25) cents by one Express Company for any distance within the 
State. 

(C) When such packages are handled by two or more Express 
Companies, each Company may charge twenty-five (25) cents less 
20 per cent. 

(D) All charges on freight weighing more than five pounds and 
passing over two or more railroads under the same management 
and control, by lease, ownership or otherwise, shall be based on con- 
tinuous mileage. 

(E) When shipments weighing more than five pounds pass over 
more than one railroad not under the same management and con- 
trol, by lease, ownership or otherwise, 30 per cent may be added to 
the Express (standard) Tariffs, based on continuous mileage. 

MINIMUM CHABGE. 

RULE 2. 

(A) Except when otherwise specified, the MINIMUM charge on 
any single shipment shall be 25 cents. 

(B) When such shipments are handled by two or more Express 
Companies, each Company may charge 25 cents less 20 per cent. 

JOINT BATES. (SEE BULE 7.) 

RULE 3. 

(A) Except when otherwise provided, on packages weighing five 
pounds and under, handled by two or more Express Companies for 
any distance within the State, each Express Company may charge^ 
a minimum of 25 cents less 20 per cent. 
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(B) On packages weighing more than five pounds and handled

(A) All Express Companies doing business within the State of 
Alabama must publish and post in all of their offices in the State of 
Alabama the classification, rates and rules relating thereto, with 
such explanations as are essential to the proper understanding of 
same. 

CHANGES IN BATES. 

(B) Express rates or rules shall not be changed except upon 
authority of the Railroad Commission of Alabama. Whenever a 
change is desired, application in writing must be made to the Com- 
mission. 

DISCOUNTING OFFICES. 

(C) No Express office, where Express business is done in this 
State, shall be discontinued or abolished without first obtaining the 
consent of the Commission, upon application duly filed by said Com- 
pany wherein shall be stated the reasons therefor. 

GRADUATED RATES. 

RULE 5. 

(A) Graduated rates apply on packages weighing less than 100 
pounds, except when, as provided in Rule 6, the aggregate weight is 
one hundred pounds or over, then apply rate per 100 pounds at actual 
weight of packages unless graduated rate per package is less. 



POUND RATES. 

(B) On articles classified as "Pound Rates" Tariff A or B, apply 
rate per hundred pounds shown in these tariffs on actual weight of 
commodity, unless graduate rate is less. 
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▲GOBEGATE PACKAGES. 
RULE 6. 

(A) Two or more packages bound or tied together shipped by the 
same consignor, forwarded at the same time to one consignee, must 
be charged for at the aggregate weight 

(B) Two or more packages not bound or tied together, weighing 
each 10 pounds, and over, shipped as in the foregoing section, may 
be charged for at the aggregate weight. See Section D. 

(C) Packages weighing loss than 10 pounds each, as described 
in Section B, shipped by one consignor to one consignee, at the 
same time, may be aggregated, provided they are estimated and 
charged for as weighing 10 pounds each; (See Section D) actual 
weight only to be entered on the waybill. 

(D) Two or more packages of a commodity, taking rates named 
in Tariffs B and E, shipped by the same consignor, at the same time, 
to one consignee, may be aggregated and charged for regardless of 
foregoing instructions. 

(E) If packages, aggregated under the above provisions, are sub- 
ject to different rates, the charge shall be made on the aggregate 
weight at the highest rate applicable on any of the packages, pro- 
vided the charge so made is less than total charges on the packages 
if shipped separately at rates applicable to each. 

EXTRA BATE CHARGED. 

ItTLE 7. 

On articles subject to extra rate, such as one and one-half or dou- 
ble merchandise rate, find the charge according to the tariff, then 
add one-half of the rates to same, or double It, as required. On 
joint shipments find the charges as above provided, for each Express 
Company, and from tlie sum of the two rates, deduct ten (10) per 
cent and the result will be the through rate. 

PREPAYMENT OR GIARANTEE. 

RT'LE 8. 

Prepayment or guarantee of charges on all shipments evidently 
not worth charges may be required. And, prepayment of charges 
on — 

All matter addresse<l to persons restrained of their liberty In 
prisons, penitentiaries and insane asylums. 

On passengers' baggage which Is to be delivered at railroad sta- 
tions or steamship piers. Packages consigned to the Commissioner 
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of Patents and to the Interstate Commerce Commission at Wash- 
ington, I>. C must be prepaid, with the name and address of the 
shipper marked thereon. 

Charges must be i)repaid on personal packages for officers or men 
belonging to the regular army or militia of the I'nited States when 
to be delivered in the field or in camp; for officers, sailors and 
marines in the Tnited States navy on sou duty ; for cadets at United 
States military or naval academies, and for students at military 
schools. 

ROUTING SHIPMENTS. 

RILE 9. 

When there are two or more express routes between points, one 
of which is more direct or via which express matter can sooner 
reach its destination, the shipper shall have the right to designate, 
in writing, the route over which his shipment shall be transported; 
provided, the route so designated is the most expeditious, or, to the 
shipper^ the least expensive. When express matter is so tendered 
and routed, It shall be the duty of the Express Company or Com- 
panies forming such designated route, to acccept and transport the 
shipment in accordance with routing instructions. 

RETURN SHIPMENTS. 

RULE 10. 

(A) Orders from shippers to RETURN BY U. S. MAIL, ship- 
ments that were originally forwarded by express, must not be ac- 
cepted. 

(B) Packages originally forwarded by Express and remaining 
•'on hand" may, by shipper's orders, be returned by freight; the 
charge for re-shipping by freight will be 25 cents per 100 lbs., with 
a minimum charge of 50 cents for each consignment. Two or more 
packages, returned from one place at the same time to the original 
shipper, may be charged for on the aggregate weight as one con- 
signment. Agents should not endorse shippers' orders to return 
such packages by freight, unless the outward charge by express, 
together with the charge for re-shipping by freight, is paid or 
guaranteed. 

(C) On hand matter, forwarded from a common point, shall be 
treated as originating at such point so far as "common to exclusive 
points" rules may apply. 

(D) Exhibits of fancy poultry, pet stocks, or dogs, that have paid 
Double A rates to Fairs and Expositions, may be returned free. If 
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accompanied by a certificate from the Secretary that they are being 
returned to the original owner. 

BEOEIFTS FOB SHIPMENTS. 

RULE 11. 

(A) Receipts should be given for shipments received for trans- 
portation, and when rates are affected by the value of the package, 
shipper should be required to declare value of shlpm^it 

(B) When any matter is received at owner's risk, write or stamp 
on face of receipt "at owner's risk." 

(O) When a package is marked C. O. D. for a much larger 
amount than the declared valuation, it Is the duty of the person 
receiving such a shipment, before Issuing a receipt therefor, to 
satisfy himself that the actual value is correctly stated. If shipper 
refuses to specify the character of the contents, charge should be 
made on full amount of G. O. D. 

NAMES OF SHIPPEES. 

(D) Consignor's names and addresses should be written on pack- 
ages or on tags attached to shipments. 

DANGEBOUS EXPLOSIVES. 

(E) All explosives or dangerous Infiammable oils, acids or ma- 
terials, Including gas cylinders charged at a higher pressure than 
500 pounds to the square inch, must be refused. 

(F) Men, women and children must not be received for trans- 
portation. 

WEIGHTS. 

RULE 12. 

(A) All shipments must, unless otherwise provided, be charged 
for at actual weight at time of shipment. 

(B) When ice is used for preservation of shipments of commod- 
ities taking Tariff B, Tariff E, or Tariff H rates, deduction of twen- 
ty-five (25) per cent from the gross weight must be made, exc^t 
where this conflicts with ruling on specific artides. 
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DISPOSITION OF FRACTIONS. 

RULE 13. 

(A) In computliig charges at the rate per hundred pounds and 
on shipments weighing one hundred (100) pounds and over, frac- 
tions of one-half of a cent and over will be considered as a whole 
and the rate so raised to the next higher whole number. 

(B) In computing charges on single shipments weighing less 
than one hundred (100) pounds, fractions of two and one-half cents 
and over will be considered at five (5) cents, viz: if a rate figures 
42^ cents, then it may be raised to 45 cents, and if the calculation 
results in 42 cents, rate will be lowered to 40 cents. 

(G) In weights, fractions of a pound will be reckoned as a pound. 

VALUATION OHABOES. 

RULE 14. 

(A) When the value of any merchandise shipment (G. O. D. or 
otherwise) exceeds $50.00, the following additional charges may be 
made on the declared value. (Gharge for value whether insured or 
not.) 

(B) When merchandise rate is $1.00 or less per 100 pounds, 5 
cents for each $100.00 value or fraction thereof ; minimum, 10 cents. 

(G) When merchandise rate exceeds $1.00 and not more than 
$3.00 per 100 pounds, 10 cents for each $100.00 value or fraction 
thereof. 

(D) When merchandise rate exceeds $3.00 and not more than 
$8.00 per 100 pounds, 15 cents for each $100.00 value or fraction 
thereof. 

(E) When merchandise rate exceeds $8.00 per 100 pounds, 20 
cents for each $1(X).00 value or fraction thereof. 

(F) The charges for value, as shown above, must in all cases be 
based on the regular merchandise rates, and not on the special rates 
which may have been authorized for particular shipments. 

(G) These charges must not be applied to shipments of Money 
(except Minor or Base Goin), Bonds, Live Animals, Live Birds or 
Live Stock, being intended to apply only to packages or shipments 
of merchandise, jewelry, valuable papers, postage stamps and inter- 
nal revenue stamps. 

(H) When the weights of separate packages are aggregated under 
Rule 6, the value of each such separate packages must also be 
aggregated, and if the gross valuation exceeds $50.00, an additional 
diarge for valuation may be made. 
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(I) Valuation charges on Live Auimals, Live Birds or Live 
Stock, 

The Classificatiou rates on Live Auimals, Live Birds or Live 
Stock apply only when the declared value does not exceed the fol- 
lowing : 

Horses, Jacks or Mules $75.00 each 

Bulls, Burros, Calves, Colts, Cows, Deer, Dogs, Elks, Goats, 
Hogs, I*onies, Sheep, Steers, or Animals not otherwise 

specified $50.00 each 

Birds, Cats, Ferrets, Guinea Pigs, Hares, Mice, Opossums, • 
Prairie Dogs, liabbits. Squirrels, Fancy Pigeons, Fancy 
Fowls, or other live stock (except for market) and Rep- 
tiles $5.00 each 

When the value declared hy the shipper exceeds that given above, 
an additional charge may be made on the excess value according to 
the following: 

When Merchandise Rate is not over $1.00 per 100 pounds, the 
additional charge will be 5 per cent of the excess valuation. 

Waieu Merchandise Rate is over $1.00 and not over $2.00 per 100 
lbs., the additional charge will be 7 per cent, of the excess valuation. 
When the Merchandise Rate is over $2.00 and not over $3.00 per 
100 lbs., the additional charge will be 10 per cent of the excess valu- 
ation. 

When the Merchandise Rate is over $3.00 and not over $5.00 per 
100 lbs., the additional charge will be 12 per cent of the excess valu- 
ation. 

When the Merchandise Rate is over $5.00 per 100 lbs., the addi- 
tional charge will be 15 per cent, of the excess valuation. 

(J) The charges for valuation hereinbefore given may be made 
on the through rate, whether carried by one or more companies, and 
in the latter case are to be divided between the companies carrying 
on the same basis as the through charge for transportation Is 
divided. 

ARTICLKS SHIPPED IN PAPER CASES AND BOXES. 
RULE 15. 

Corrugated Paper Shipping Cases and Paper Boxes. 

(A) Shipping Cases of Pulp or Corrugated Paper containing ar- 
ticles not classified at higher than merchandise rate, not including 
glass or other fragile articles, which must be boxed or otherwise 
packed in accordance with the rules: 
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(B) VVheu not crated, cliarge merchandise rate upon the actual 
weight, but never less than the following minimum weights, baseil 
upon exterior measurement, by which is meant the length, widtli 
and height added together: 

70 to 75 inches exterior measurement 30 lbs. 

76 to 80 inches exterior measurement 40 lbs. 

81 to 90 inches exterior measurement 50 lbs. 

Exceeding 90 inches— REFUSE. 

(C) The weights of such packages may be aggregated in accord- 
ance with Rule G, but each individual i)ackage must be estimated 
at the estimated minimum weight provide<l al)ove, unless the actual 
weight is more, in which case the actual weight must be used. 

(D) Two or more pulp or corrugated paper shipping cases of 
uniform size, securely tied together, may l)e accepte<l and chargeil 
for as one, provided the exterior measurement of the combined pack- 
age does not excee<l 90 inches. 

(E) When crated, shipping cases as described above niay be 
chargeil for at morclmiulise rate upon the actual weight, but crates 
exceeding 110 inches, exterior measurement, must be refused. 

(F) Ordinary Strawboard or Paper Boxes. Packages consisting 
of one or more Strawboard or Paper Boxes containing merchandise 
as si»ecitled in paragraph (A) may be accepted without crating 
when wrapped or seiHirely and compactly tied together with cord, 
provided that the exterior measurement of such a package does not 
exceeil 50 inches ; if the exterior exceeds 50 inches, it must be se- 
curely crated, and no such crate exceeding 110 inches in exterior 
measurement must 1 e accepted for transimrtation. The above does 
not apply to single paper boxes containing Cloaks, Suits or Cloth, 
which, when wrappe<l in paper, may be accepted without limit as 
to size. 

(G) Crates. 

The term "crated" as appearing herein means that all sides and 
ends of any article so packed must be protected by wooden slats or 
strips nailed or screwetl together, making a framework strong 
enough to hold its contents and to permit of its being handled and 
stowed in wagons or cars on or under other freight without damage 
to crate or contents. The sides, top and bottom of the crate must be 
provided with a sufficient number of slats, not more than six inches 
apart, to hold the contents firmly in place and to protect them from 
contact with other freight. 
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REFUSB to accept merchandise In Strawboard or Paper Boxes, 
tendered for shipment in skeleton frames or In any crate that Is not 
80 securely made that it can be lifted with its contents and loaded 
or stowed in wagons or cars with the same safety that a box of the 
same weight conld be loaded or stowed. 

0. O. D. MATTER. 

RULE 16. 

(A) The letters **C. O. D." and amount to be collected must be 
plainly marked upon each article with which a bill is sent to be 
collected on delivery, and a similar entry must be made on the way- 
bill. If a shipper requires collection of charges for return of money, 
the C. O. D. envelope and package must be plainly marked "C. O. D. 
$ and return charges," and be so waybllled. 

(B) Aggregating C. O. D. matter. 

When two or more packages are sent to the same consignee at the 
same time, with separate C. O. D.'s, they must not be aggregated; 
but If one C. O. D. covers two or more packages, they may be aggre- 
gated as provided In Rule 6. When a C. O. D. covers two or more 
packages, the amount of C. O. D. must be marked on each, thus: 
**C. O. D. $ on **2" or "3" as the case may be. 

(C) Allow examination or partial delivery of C. O. D. matter 
only when Instructions to do so are written or printed on or enclosed 
in the C. O. D. envelope accompanying the shipment, or upon subse- 
quent written authority from the shipper, endorsed by the Agent 
at shipping point Agents at shipping points may decline to accept 
C. O. D. shipments with instructions' to allow examination or partial 
delivery, or to subsequently approve the shipper's instructions, to 
such effect, until shipper executes a release In legal form, exempting 
this company and its connections to which the matter may be trans- 
ferred to complete transportation, from all loss incident to such 
examination or partial delivery. The proceeds of each Partial De- 
livery must be remitted without delay, subject to the regular charge 
for paid C. O. D.'s prepaid or collect, according to instructions on 
original C. O. D. wrapper. No partial delivery shall be made until 
the total amount of freight charges has been paid. 

Partial delivery should not be made when the contents of a pack- 
age are to be delivered to different parties. When goods are sent 
on approval involving but one payment, proceeds for the articles 
selected must be remitted In the C. O. D. wrapper, the remainder of 
the goods to be repacked and immediately returned to the shipper. 
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(D) The amount of G. O. D. bills for G. O. D. shipments must 
be collected at the time such shipments are delivered to consignees. 
Agents are positively prohibited from giving credit on 0. O. D. ship- 
ments. 

(E) All orders to deliver C. O. D. goods without collecting 0. O. 
D. must have the approval of the Agent of the Gompany at the ship- 
ping point. 

(F) Pay no attention to orders sent direct by shippers, and even 
when sent by express with Agent's approval, if in doubt as to the 
genuineness of such approval, hold the goods until satisfied by proper 
inquiry before making delivery. 

(G) When C. O. D. matter is, by order of shipper, through the 
Agent at point of shipment, DELIVERED WITHOUT COLLBGT- 
ING, return the C. O. D. bill and envelope with copy of order en- 
closed, waybilled free, retaining the original order on file. 

(H) AFTER A G. O. D. SHIPMENT HAS BEEN FORWARDED 
FROM SHIPPING POINT if shipper requests that the shipment be 
delivered to another consignee, or that the amount of the 0. O. D. 
be reduced, or that the consignee be relieved of payment of charges, 
or when the entire amount of the G. O. D. is cut off, the shipping 
Agent may require a fee of 10 cents to be paid before endorsing 
such instructions; shipper's request may then be waybilled with 
charge of 10 cents, prepaid; when two companies are interested in 
the transactions, the 10-cent charge will be divided equally. 

(I) IF C. O. D. MATTER IS REFUSED or cannot be delivered 
within 24 hours, the shipper must be immediately notified, and If 
not disposed of within thirty days of such notice. It may be returned 
subject to charges l)oth ways. If the shipper, after receiving notice 
of non-delivery from destination agent, requests that the shipment 
be held for a further period, it may be granted, but it should not be 
held longer than 60 days after date of shipment, and forwarding 
Agents are forbidden to make any agreement with shippers to hold 
the goods for a longer period. 

When a C. O. D. shipment Is accepted, with instructions from 
shipper, or subsequently ordered, through the Agent at shipping 
point, to be RETURNED IN A LESS PERIOD THAN 30 DAYS, 
such instructions must be strictly observed. G. O. D. packages that 
have been forwarded from one point to another, on order of shipper, 
may be held for 30 days from date of re-shipment. 
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Where goods have been shipped by freight aud a Bill of Lading 
for same sent by express C. O. D., the notice of non-payment shall 
not be given before the arrival of the goods at destination. 

(J) C. O. D. MATTER AND PAID C. O. D.'S RETURNED TO 
SHIPPERS must take the same route and pass through the hands 
of the same Company or Companies as when originally forwarded^ 
provided that when a C. O. D. shipment has been re-shipped from 
the original destination to which it was addressed, to another desti- 
nation, it may be returned to the office at which it originated by 
the most direct route. 

(K) When a C. O. D. is received in transfer and the proceeds are 
to be returned to an office of the Company collecting other than the 
point of origin, such proceeds may be returned direct by the Com- 
pany making the collection. 

(L) EACH RETURNED SHIPMENT C. O. D. may be charged 
the same amount as was charged for the outward shipment, except 
that when two or more shipments are ordered back by the same 
shipper from the same place, at the same time, such returned pack- 
ages may be aggregated as provided in Rule 6. 

Abbreviations and explantions of terms and characters used in 
the Classification. 

A stands for single Tariff A rate. 

^2 A stands for one-half Tariff A rate. 

D A stands for double Tariff A rate. 

3tA stands for three times Tariff A rate. 

B stands for Tariff B rate. (See Note 1.) 

E stands for Tariff E rate. (See Note 2.) 

G stands for Tariff G rate. 

H stands for Tariff H rate. 

J stands for Tariff J rate. 

K stands for Tariff K rate. 

M stands for Tariff M rate. 

N stands for Tariff N rate. 
"Boxed" or "Completely Boxed" means completely enclosed by a 
wooden box or case with tight sides, ends, top and bottom, dove- 
tailed together, or fastened together by nails or screws. 

"Crated" means that all sides or ends of any articles or machine 
so packed must be protected by wooden slats, nailed, screwed or 
dovetailed together, and of sufficient strength to hold the article so 
packed, and to protect it from abrasion or damage when the same is- 
bandled and transported with the ordinary and usual care.

(6) The articles on which Tariff K rates will apply are —

away for advertising purposes. 

Advertising Matter, consisting of printed, engraved or photo- 
graphed advertisements, on paper, cloth, cardboard, or printed blot- 
ters, and which cannot be put to any other use than as an adver- 
tisement. 

Arvertising signs on or under glass, completely boxed, released, 
owner's risk. 

Advertising Signs or Cards, without glass, boxed or crated; also 
Metal Signs, not boxed or crated. 

Almanacs and Pamphlets (of similar form to almanacs) devoted to 
advertising medicines. On packages of Almanacs for dty delivery, 
received by freight for distribution, charge not less than 26 cents 
unless regular charge from point of shipment Is less. 
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Auxiliary Newspapers, Patent Insldes, Including Reading Matter 
Plates, printed or illustrated Supplements for Newspapers. 

Laundry, Packages of. 

Fish or Oyster Posters or Signs. 

Fruit, Cooked or Preserved (in cans or Jars, securely packed), 
samples of shipped by manufacturers only. 

Manufactured Cereal Foods. 

Matrix (paper moulds for casting stereotype metals), minimum 
35 cents. 

Music Plates, for use by newspapers, minimum 35 cents. 

Plaster, Samples of, minimum 35 cents. 

Stereotype or Electrotype Advertising Plates, minimum 50 cents.

K. — (1). Ordinary Bills, Accounts, Drafts or Notes not reulring 
protest, if returned uncollected, 25 cents. When carried by more 
than one Company, add 15 cents for each additional CJompany. 

(2). When instructions are given by shipper to accept a note, 
check or draft, in payment of a collection of any character, charge 
currency rate on the face value of the paper. 

(3). For taking notes in blank from one point, and procuring 
signature of party or parties at another point, and returning the 
signed notes to the shipper, charge currency one way on the face 
value of the notes, according to the amount. If returned unsigned, 
charge 25 cents, same as for unpaid collections. 

(4). Notes, Drafts, Accounts or Bills for collection, with Instruc- 
tions to accept partial payment, must not be taken unless instruc- 
tions are to return the amount paid with the collection at once, and 
when such partial payments are returned, charge shall be made 
only on the amount enclosed. 

(5). For obtaining from consignees receipts for delivery of pack- 
ages and returning such receipts to the shipper, a charge of ten 
cents for each receipt must be made. 

(6). Agents must not accept collections unless assured of the 
Identity and responsibility of the senders. (See General Instruc- 
tions.) 

L. — Mortgages, Deeds, Legal Papers, and other valuable papers 
for collection, must be enclosed In sealed envelopes endorsed with 
description and value of contents, and billed and treated as C. O. D. 
matter. If consignee is to be permitted to examine the papers be- 
fore payment, instructions to that effect must be marked on pack- 
age by the shippers, who must sign a release from all loss resulting 
from such examination. Outward charges on the package, unless 
prepaid, to follow as expense on return of proceeds, or paper. If not 
collected. If any service is to be performed by the Express Company 
in exchanging promissory notes or other obligations, in examination 
of titles, or any other service beyond the usual C. O. D. service, 
the business must not be accepted except by special contract author- 
ized by the proper office. 

M. — (1). Collections must not be received more than twenty days 
before due, unless shipper states in writing that the payer has 
signified his intention to pay the obligation upon presentation, or 
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wlthiu twenty days. Such paper, if unpaid at tlie expiration of the 
time indicated, must be returned to shipper. Unless instructed to 
the contrary, agents will return all other unpaid notes, drafts or col- 
Jections, within ten days after having notified shipper of the non- 
payment of the collection. 

(2). Agents at destination are forbidden to accept paper for col- 
lection unless received in a collection envelope, regularly way- 
billed. 

(3). After a collection has been forwarded from shipping point, 
if the shipper requests that the amount of the collection be reduced, 
or when the entire amount of the collection is cut oflC, the Shipping 
Agent will require a fee of ten cents to be paid before endorsing 
such instructions. Shipper's request must then be way-billed with 
charge of ten cents prepaid. When two Companies are interested in 
the transaction the ten cents will be equally divided. 

N. — Require shippers to endorse the contents on all packages of 
Bonds, Notes, Drafts, Acceptances or Deeds, and request them to 
keep a record of the numbers and descriptions to aid In recovery if 
lost. 

O. — (1). Bills of Lading, for matter shipped by freight lines 
when enclosed in sealed envelopes and forwarded as C. O. D., with 
privilege of examination, shall be charged for at Merchandise Grad- 
uate rates, minimum 30 cents, and 25 cents each when carried by 
more than one Company ; and in addition the valuation charge under 
Rule 15 of the Classification; the charge for returning the money 
will be the same as for a paid C. O. D. of like amount; if not col- 
lected they may be returned free of charge. 

When a bill of Lading sent by express is exchanged by shipper's 
orders, for a new Bill of Lading, charge additionally for securing 
the latter and returning it to shipper, the same amount as was 
charged for the original Bill of Lading. 

(2). When not sealed, or when accompanied by instructions re- 
quiring agents, before delivering the Bill of Lading, to obtain sig- 
natures to notes, or to place mortgages for record, secure Insurance, 
or to render other service than simply collecting the amount of the 
C. O. D. and returning the paper to the consignee, the outward 
charge will be $1.00, prepaid, to be divided equally between the Com- 
panies carrying; the return charge will be, when the amount of 
notes or mortgages is $100 or lessi three per cent, thereof; when 
the amount exceeds $100, one per cent thereof, with a minimum 
charge of $3.00. When carried by two Companies, the Company exe- 
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cutiDg the commission shall be entitled to two-thirds of the return 
charge. If tke consignee declines to execute the papers and they 
are returned in original condition to the shipper, the Bill of Lading 
may be returned without additional charge. 

P. — Legal and other papers in manuscript may be taken at regu- 
lar Tariff "A" graduate and valuation rates, provided in Rule 14 
of the Classification. 

Q.— (1). Cancelled Vouchers, value limited to $10.00, charge 10 
cents for packages weighing 5 ounces or less, and 2 cents for each 
additional ounce or fraction thereof, unless the merchandise gradu- 
ate charge is less; charges to be divided equally between the Com- 
panies carrying, the delivering Company to have the odd cent, but 
not less than 10 cents for each Company. 

(2). Packages containing Uncancelled Checks or Drafts, or Can- 
celled Coupons, charge Currency rate on the declared value, and if 
weight exceds one pound assess additionally the merchandise grad- 
uate charge. 

R. — (1). Pawn Tickets. — Agents must require parties presenting 
pawn tickets for redemption of goods to state the value. A memo- 
randum of the value must be attached to the ticket, and the value 
also stated on the receipt given for same. 

(2). The amount necessary for the redemption of the goods, to- 
gether with the pawn tickets and memorandum of value, must be 
enclosed in a sealed envelope, with total value of money and memo- 
randum marked thereon, addressed to the agent of the Company at 
the point where articles of goods were pledged and charged for ai 
currency rates prepaid; tickets from one shipper to be presented to 
different pawnbrokers for redemption of goods may be enclosed in 
the same envelope. 

(3). The goods when redeemed are subject on return to regular 
rates according to classification on each lot redeemed; and, in addi- 
tion, a charge to cover expense of packing or handling of not less 
than 25 cents in each case. 

S. — Agents receiving an order to secure goods at another office, or 
money in lieu of the goods, will charge classification rates for the 
return of the goods, or* the classification rate on a Paid Collection 
of the same amount for the return of the money ; if neither goods 
nor money should be returned, charge 25 cents, same as for an un- 
paid Collection.
